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Moses  Kutzler,  the  titular  founder  of  Hutzler  Brothers  Company,  earned  his  living  as 
a  merchant  durinp  most,  if  not  all,  of  his  life  in  America.    For  several  years  he  sold  mer- 
chandise in  and  near  Frederick,  }.(d.    A  store  on  Patrick  St.  ("opposite  Quynn's  Hardware") 
was  the  apparent  base  for  his  business.  An  advertisement  in  the  local  paper  },(arch  31,  1846, 
described  the  store  as  "The  CHEAPEST  and  most  Fashionable  Lace,  Fancy,  and  Domestic  Dry 
Goods  Dnporium  in  this  or  any  other  city."    This  stor«  ime  (later?)  shared  with  Abraham 
Cold  who  narr led  his  eldest  daughter »  Barbette. 

He  returned  to  Baltimore  (1842?)  and  established  a  small  store  In  the  100  block  of 
North  Eutaw  Street.    He  continued  to  operate  this  store  until  his  retirement  In  1873  or  187A. 

An  additional  store  ms  purchased  by  Moses  Hutzler  early  in  the  spring  of  1858.  This 
store  stood  on  the  southwest  corner  of  Howard  and  Clay  Streets  and  was  about  20  feet  wide 
by  50  OT  60  feet  deep.    The  purchase,  from  Elkan  Bamberger,  undoubtedly  included  the  inventory 
carried  by  the  store,  but  no  record  of  the  transaction  remains.     It  was  thir  store  that  was 
the  bepinninf  of  what  is  now  Hutzler  Brothers  Company.    Abrain,  the  eldest  of  Hoses  Hutzler's 
sons,  was  the  oripinal  proprietor. 

The  store  was  called  M.  Hutzker  &  Son  since  Abram  was,  according  to  family  stories, 
a  minor,  too  young  to  obtain  credit.    (He  was  actually  near  his  22nd  birthday.)    Moses  Hutzler 
would  have  been  in  a  better  position  to  establish  credit  since  he  had  operated  a  similar  busi- 
ness successfully  for  years,  and  this  is  perhaps  the  reason  i^  he  lent  his  name  to  the  store. 
Koveveri  he  took  no  part  in  the  operation  of  the  new  store  beyond  the  role  of  advisor. 

The  first  written  record  of  the  new  store's  operation  appears  (misplaced)  in  The  Sun, 
April  20,  1858,  under  "Auction  Notices".    It  describes  "edgings  and  inserts,  collars,  sleeves, 
handkerchiefs,  kiä  gloves,  and  parasols".    These  items  are  still  carried  today,  although  sleevee 
hopefully,  are  no  longer  separate  items. 

Only  three  years  after  the  founding  of  M,  Hutzler  &  Son,  the  Civil  War  began.  Maryland, 
a  slave  state,  did  not  secede  from  the  Union,  but  the  city  was  a  hotbed  of  secessionist  activ- 
ity.   The  roads  leading  to  Baltimore  were  soon  closed  and  commerce  was  nearly  at  a  standstill. 
The  federal  army  arrested  and  held  many  prominent  Baltimorians  as  hostages.    Abram  Hutzler 
was  forced  to  flee  to  Pennsylvania.    Seme  time  during  this  period,  Charles  and  David  began 
working  for  the  store. 

After  the  war  the  store  prospered.    During  the  sixties  (1869,)  Abram  and  Charles  opened 
a  wholesale  business  on  Baltimore  Street,  near  Kaxx)ver,  leaving  the  retail  store  under  the 
management  of  their  youx^er  broths,  David. 

At  the  beginning,  Dwid  had  Just  one  saleslady,  ^VIbb  Anna,"  helping  him.    Later,  many 
members  of  the  family  served  the  store.    Pauline  and  Sam  Gold  and  their  father,  Abram  Gold 
were  there  for  many  years.    Charles  Goldsmith  managed  most  of  the  store  and  its  personnel, 
and  his  sisters,  Emma  and  Lena,  were  also  there. 

Hennie  Spandauer  was  cashier.    Her  sister,  Blanche,  was  also  a  longtime  employee. 
Ella  Hutzler  served  as  relief  cashier  at  niphts  and  occasionally  in  the  afternoon.    Gus  Dettel- 
bach  and  Dan  Lowenlhal  also  served  the  store. 

The  "one-price"  policy  was  announced  in  1868.    This  innovation  and  "Barpain  Day'*  (e.p. 
every  item  25^)  contributed  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  store,  and  by  1889  the  volume  of  business 
had  grown  to  such  proportions  that  Abram  and  Charles  closed  the  wholesale  business  and  returned 
to*  help  manage  thB  retail  store* 

The  subsequent  grorth  and  development  of  the  Hutsler  store  is  described  in  detail  in 
"Hutsler*s   A  Picture  Kistory,  1898-1998**.  x'he  management  of  the  store  has  rested  entirely 
in  the  hands  of  the  original  brothers  and  their  descendants  from  its  founding  to  the  present 
time,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  years  following  the  death  of  David  Hutzler  (1919),  when 
the  presidency  was  held  by  Henry  Oppenheimer,  David's  son-in-law. 


The  founding  of  the  Hutzler  store  is  interrelated  with  the  start  of  another  famous 
store,  Bamberger's,  in  Newarle,  New  Jersey.    When  the  original  Hutzler  store  was  purchased

from  Elkan  Bamberger,*  the  Bamberger  family  lived  on  the  second  floor  of  the  store  building. 
At  that  time  Louie  Bamberger  was  a  child  of  three « 

Many  years  later  (1892)  Louis  Bamberger  and  his  brother-in-law  Louis  Frank,  were  in 
Newark  to  liquidate  the  stock  of  a  large i  bankrupt  store.    They  noticed  an  \inusally  heavy 
demand  for  general  merchandise  that  could  not  be  met  by  the  other  existing  stores.  Afte^ 
the  stock  was  liquidated  Louis  Bamberger  was  able  to  raise  the  necessary  capital  to  begin 
a  department  store  on  the  same  site,  and  thus  began  the  store  that  carries  his  name  today. 
The  greater  part  of  the  money  came  from  Felix  Fuld,  who  with  Louis  Frank,  was  a  partner  in 
the  business. 

After  the  death  of  Felix  Fuld,  Louis  Bamberger  sold  Bamberger's  and  pioneering  radio 
station  WOR  (which  began  broadcasting  February  22,  1922)  to  Macy's  for  fifteen  million  dolllars.. 

«Elkan  Bamberger  did  not  think  there  was  much  of  a  future  in  retailing  in  that  location. 
Ke  went  into  manufacturing  with  modest  success.

MOSES  HUTZLER 

(See  Pages  1  &  2) 

Moses  Hutzler  came  to  the  United  States  in  1838  (*sonie  papers  show  that  he  left  Kagenbach 
in  August  1839)  with  his  five  children  and  his  second  wife,  Caroline.    The  trip  aboard  the  sail- 
ing vessel  required  fortytwo  days.    The  weather  was  stormy  and  the  food  poor.    During  the  trip 
Caroline  suffered  a  miscarriage  and  was  cared  for  by  her  elder  stepdaughter,  Babette,  since 
medical  attention  was  not  available. 

The  Hutzlers  had  planned  to  travel  to  Richmond  to  Join  some  other  Hutzlers,  reportedly 
first  cousins,  who  had  emigrated  from  Hageribach  a  few  months  earlier.    Caroline  was  too  weak 
to  travel  and  therefore  the  family  settled  in  Baltimore,  the  destination  of  the  ship,  remaining 
there  for  several  years. 

We  Imow  only  a  little  of  the  circumstances  that  led  Moses  Hutzler  to  leave  his  hone 
in  Hagenbach.    Reputedly,  he  left  Bavaria  after  a  dispute  with  a  neighbor.    They  had  a  camnon 

outhouse  and  divided  the  manure  for  use  on  their  farms.    Each  claimed  more  than  he  received 
and  the  neighbor  sued  >.toses.    Humiliated  at  having  lost  the  suit,  Moses  Hutzler  decided  to 
take  his  family  on  the  arduous,  long  and  costly  trip  to  America.    Presumably  he  disposed  of 
most  of  chattels  in  order  to  finance  the  voyage. 

Moses  had  learned  tailoring  in  the  schools  of  his  native  city  and  after  arriving  in 
Baltimore,  attempted  the  relatively  new  avocation  of  ladies'  tailor.  Having  failed  at  this 
in  Baltimore,  he  moved  to  Frederick,  Maryland,  and  became  an  "Itinerant  dry  goods  merchant", 
traveling  the  frontier  area  between  Frederick  and  Nenmarket.    He  regularly  left  home  on  foot 
early  Monday  morning,  returning  on  Friday  before  sunset. 

In  the  early  1840' s,  Moses  moved  back  to  "downtown"  Baltimore  (where  David  was  born 
(»in  1843),  probably  in  the  Eastern  Avenue  house,  q.v.)  and  ultimately  established  a  mall 
store  ("uptown")  on  the  east  side  of  Eutaw  Street  between  Fayette  and  Lexington.    The  Hutzler 
family  lived  upstairs  over  the  store.   Moses  Hutzler  tended  this  store  for  nearly  thirty  years. 
It  could  easily  be  declared  the  original  Hutzler  store,  adding  at  least  ten  years  to  the  age 
of  what  is  now  a  venerable  Maryland  institution.    This  would,  however,  requires  historical 
license. 

Little  is  known  of  Moses  Hutzler  and  from  this  we  may  deduce  that  he  spoke  little  of 
himself.    No  brothers  or  sisters  came  to  this  country  with  him  and  perhaps  he  had  none.  He 
was  bom  in  Hagenbach,  Bavaria  on  November  28,  1800  and  died  in  Baltimore  on  January  31,  1889. 
He  "often  visited  relatives"  in  Virginia,  yet  there  is  no  known  comnon  ancestor  for  the  Baltimore 
and  Virginia  Hutzlers.  («  The  oomon  aaoestor  has  now  been  determined) 
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Moses  Hutzier  was  an  ardent  fisherman.   He  was  active  In  tmxtiy  fraternal  i  Philanthropie 
and  connunity  activities.    He  was  a  founder  of  the  Har  Siani  Congregation  (1842).    The  first 
services  of  the  Conpregation  were  held  in  his  home,  a  larpe,  old  (Circa  1702)  house  on  the 
northeast  corner  of  Eastern  Avenue  and  Exeter  Street.    Subsequently  many  services  of  the  newly 
founded  organization  were  held  in  this  house  until  permanent  quarters  could  be  obtained. 

When  first  seen  by  Moses,  the  house  had  been  vacant  for  many  years  and  was  believed 
to  be  haunted.    Moses  was  able  to  rent  it  very  cheaply  since  its  reputation  was  widely  known. 
He  did  not  believe  in  ghosts  or  the  supernatural.  Soon  after  moving  in,  he  found  that  the 
spirits  were  in  reality  a  family  living  secretly  and  rentfree  in  the  cellar. 

He  retired  in  1873  or  1874,  when  he  gave  up  his  home  over  the  Eutaw  Street  store  and, 
(after?)  the  death  of  his  wife  (in  1876),  went  to  live  with  his  daughter,  Kirs.  Theresa  Bamber- 
ger. 

He  was  an  Honorary  f4ember  of  the  Amicable  Lodge  #25  A.F.  &  A.  I'.  Ktesons.  He  was  known 
as  "Honest  Mose"  because  of  his  integrity.    He  was  a  Republican  because  of  his  belief  in  aboli 

tion  of  slavery.

The  tradition  of  Baltimore  is  made  warm  and  personal  by  a  thousand  memories  of  well- 
loved  men  and  wcmen  who  lived  and  worked  and  dreamed  in  these  streets,  and  helped,  in  their 
own  time,  to  build  the  City  into  the  stately  mellow  beauty  of  today. 

Among  all  these  names  -  those  which  have  become  overlaid  with  lepend  and  those  which 
are  associated  with  the  deeds  which  are  being  done  in  our  midst  here  and  now  -  none  is  pronounc 
with  accents  of  more  unfeigned  affection  than  that  of  Abram  G.  Hutzler.    As  we  thinlc  of  him 
there  is  mingled  with  out  emotions  a  happy  pride  in  the  possession  of  a  unique  personage. 

For  here,  among  us,  hale,  hearty,  and  brimming  with  the  spirit  of  a  youthfulness  which 
mocks  at  the  calendar.  Is  a  man  and  a  friend  who  speaks  to  us  in  the  accents,  phases  and  moods 
of  our  time  about  the  colorful  days  of  long  ago.  Mor  does  he  tell  the  tale  as  a  mere  spectator. 
The  events  which  form  the  burden  of  his  reminiscences  were  those  in  which  he  bore  a  man's 
part?  the  City  which  has  grown  vast  and  strong  in  his  very  sight,  owes  no  small  part  of  its 
vigor  and  splendor  to  his  own  labors. 

It  was  a  Baltimore  far  other  than  the  one  we  know  into  which  Abram  G.  Hutzler  entered 
as  a  tiny  boy  when  he  disembarked  from  the  frail  sailing  vessel  which  had  carried  him  across 
the  Atlantic  to  these  shores    a  diminutive  metropolis  viewed  from  present  day  standards,  with 
a  population  less  than  oneseventh  of  today's  numbers,  although  it  then  ranked  one  of  the  largee 
cities  in  the  Union. 

Martin  Van  Buren  was  then  President  of  the  Nation,  and  the  Mexican  War  was  still  afar 
off  in  the  future.    The  steam  railroad  was  an  experiment  Just  beginning  to  Justify  the  boasts 
of ; those  who  had  acclaimed  its  advent;  a  decade  was  to  elapse  before  the  electric  telegraph  ^ 
would  tick  off  Its  epoctanakix«  aessage  between  Baltimore  and  Washington;  even  the  forgotten 
horse  oar  was  not  to  SMike  ita  appearance  on  the  City  streets  for  years  to  come.  The  hoary 
old  "Sunpaper,"  which  today  we  alternately  venerate  and  execrate,  was  then  a  lusty  Infant 
in  its  second  tunner.

The  littl«  boy  «hose  eiphty-f ifth  anniversary  is  this  year  a  source  of  so  much  happiness 
to  us  sailed  tiny  boats  in  the  iratere  of  the  Canal,  which  later  so  far  fell  from  its  high 
estate  as  to  become  sober  Canal  Street,  and  still  later  prosaic  Central  Avenue.    He  wandered 
away  from  his  doorstep  to  follow  the  funeral  cortege  of  President  William  Henry  Harrison  and 
was  restored  to  his  dewlllnc  place  only  after  the  town  crier  had  proclaimed  his  vaprancy; 
upon  his  childish  ears  fell  the  mellifluous  oratory  of  Henry  Clay,  and  as  he  grew  to  manhood 
he  witnessed  the  entrance  on  the  Republic's  stage  of  Lincoln  and  beheld  with  his  own  eyes 
the  gathering  darkening  clouds  of  civil  conflict,  and  the  lightning  flash  at  Pratt  Street 
Bridge  which  mar  Iced  the  first  fury  of  the  titanic  storm. 

And  in  the  weary  days  of  depression  and  discouragement  which  followed  that  traplc  confl- 
ict when  BaltlBiore,  the  metropolis  of  the  South,  found  the  empire  of  which  It  had  been  the 
proud  capital,  a  desert  land  of  waste  and  bitter  unhappiness,  he  and  his  f ellowlaborers  quietly 
and  patiently,  but  with  unfalterinir  faith  and  steadfastness,  laid  broad  the  foundations  and 
reared  the  superstructure  of  an  enterprise  which  has  become  scmething  more  than  a  mere  mercan- 
tile experiment.    He  and  his  associates  have  made  it  veritably  an  institution  characteristic 
of  the  fine  traditions  of  the  cannercial  life  of  the  City  in  which  it  grew  and  florished. 

Ane  so  it  has  happened  that  a  loving  identification  with  the  life  and  growth  of  the 
City  has  occurred  In  the  career  of  Abram  Hutzler.  He  Is  a  part  of  Baltimore  and  Baltimore 
has  become  part  of  him.    The  City  he  has  helped  to  shape  has  moulded  him,  too. 

We  see  this  typical  touch  of  our  City's  Influende  in  his  graciousness  and  charm.  Even 
more  so  we  see  it  in  his  smiling  refusal  to  pay  grievous  tribute  to  the  ruthless  demalnds 
of  age.    The  City  verges  on  the  celebration  of  a  second  Centennial  and  grows  younger  and  more 
lovely  with  the  years.    It  mingles  old-world  memories  and  coxirtesies  with  enlightenment  and 
tolerance  of  the  twentieth  century.  And  so  does  this  ambassador  to  us  from  an  earlier  day. 
K'hen  we  would  pause  and  give  to  him  a  meed  of  thanks  for  the  work  he  has  accoiiq)llshed,  he 
laughingly  waves  us  aside  with  the  promiBe 

"Grow  old  along  with  me, 
The  best  is  yet  to  be." 

But  you  may  be  sure  he  will  not  keep  that  prtanise  -  because  he  will  never  grow  old!

DAVID  HUTZLER 

(See  Pages  1  &  4) 

David  Hutzler  was  the  youngest  member  os  Moses  Hutzler 's  family  and  the  second  child 
to  be  bom  in  the  United  Stated.    He  was  educated  in  the  Baltimore  public  schools.  While 
still  in  his  early  teens  he  joined  his  two  brothers  in  the  dry  goods  store,  M.  Hutzler  &  Son, 
working  as  a  clerk. 

In  the  1860 's  the  business  became  a  partnership  under  the  name  of  Hutaler  Brothers. 
The  older  brothers  operated  a  wholesale  department  of  Baltimore  Street,  leaving  the  aianagement 
of  the  retail  store  solely  to  David.    Under  his  management  a  policy  of  fixed  prices  for  merchan- 
dise was  introduced,  which  contributed  greatly  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  business.  This 
policy  was  contrary  to  the  prevailing  practice  of  selling  goods  at  lower  prices  to  persistent 
bargainers.    This  innovation  contributed  much  to  the  store's  reputation,  and  by  1889,  the 
volume  of  business  had  reached  such  proportions  that  the  older  brothers  disposed  of  the  irtiOle- 
sale  business  and  devoted  their  full  efforts  to  the  retail  store. 

David  K(arried  Ella  Gutman,  eldest  daughter  of  another  highly  successful  dry  goods  merchant 
whose  store  was  located  less  that  a  block  away.    Their  years  together  are  described  as  entirely 
harmonious.    The  only  time  they  were  known  to  disagree  openly  was  on  the  name  to  be  given 
their  youz«er  son.    Ella  Insisted  on  naming  the  baby  after  her  father,  Joel  Gutman,  and  David 
wanted  the  child  to  bear  his  name.    The  resulting  comppomlee,  Joel  Gutman  David  Hutzler,  is 
neither  handy  nor  «upiionloua,  nor  can  It  be  improved  upon  by  adding  a  "Junior"  as  an  apologetic 
auf fix. 


David  Hutzier  often  traveled  to  Europe  to  purchase  goods  for  the  store;  laces  were 
his  specialty.    Immediately  after  he  departed  on  his  first  trip  in  1882,  his  wife  vas  injured 
on  the  dock  and  gave  birth  to  a  stillborn  child. 


Their  hone  at  1801  Eutaw  Place  «äs  large  and  comfortable.    Ella  also  kept  house  for 
"Uncle  Abe"  from  shortly  after  her  raarriajare  until  his  death  in  1927.    In  later  yeara  the  entire 
family  would  come  to  an  opcnhouse  dinner  every  Friday  night.    Faaily  members  would  complain 
that  the  meals  were  too  good  and  the  food  too  ];Aentiful. 

Ella,  like  her  husband,  was  generally  fond  of  people  and  particularly  of  her  family. 
She  took  a  personal  interest  in  each  niece,  nephew,  and  later  in  each  f?randchlld,  often  cro- 
cheting po^esents  for  each  newborn  child. 

David  was  active  in  many  civic  and  fraternal  organizations.    It  is  said  that  once, 
after  a  night  at  the  Harmonie  Club,  he  fell  asleep  standing  up  while  waiting  on  a  customer. 

A  handsone  man,  with  a  fair  complexion  and  hazel  eyes,  David  was  at  ease  with  everyone. 
It  was  suggested  that  he  run  for  Mayor  of  Baltimore,  but  he  never  attempted  elective  office, 
although  he  served  on  many  government  panels.  A  partial  list  of  his  activities  follows: 

Vice  President  of  the  Baltimore  Board  of  Trade  and  Chairman  of  various 
cozmittees  of  the  National  Board  of  Trade:  Member  of  the  ninennan  Charter 
Commission  for  the  City  of  Baltimore  (see  The  Sun,  March  16,  1912);  Ccm- 
missioner  of  the  World's  Fair  in  Chicago  in  1893;  member  of  the  Califor- 
nia Earthquake  Conmlssion. 

He  worked  with  Congresanan  David  J.  Lewis  for  the  establishment  and  development  of 
the  Parcel  Post  System.    Passage  of  this  law  was  secured  while  he  was  President  of  the  Parcel 
Post  Connlttee  of  the  National  Board  of  Trade.  In  1901  he  was  a  delegate  to  the  Peace  Conferenc 
between  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States.    He  also  represented  Baltimore  at  a  peace  conferer 
held  in  New  York  in  1907. 

Ke  served  at  various  times  as  a  director  of  the  Merchants  and  Mechanics  Bank,  the  Eutaw 
Savings  Bank,  and  the  Fidelity  and  Deposit  Conpany. 

At  Dr  William  Osier's  request,  he  became  treasurer  of  the  Maryland  Society  for  the 
Relief  and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis.    Similarly,  he  was  a  member  of  a  special  coianlttee 
of  the  Tuberculosis  Congress,  his  Interest  perhaps  being  deepened  by  the  Infection  that  afflic- 
ted hie  brother,  Charles,  for  most  of  his  adult  life. 

David  Hutzler  was  a  Member  of  the  Board  of  Ear  Sinai  Temple,  President  of  the  Hebrew 
Orphan  Asylum,  Director  of  the  Federated  Jewish  Charities.    He  was  a  member  of  the  Arcana 
Lodge  #110,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  kteaons,  of  which  he  served  several  terms  as  Master. 

The  many  organizations  of  which  he  was  a  member  include: 

Royal  Arch  Masons  Adoneram  Chapter  #21;  the  Jewish  Historical  Society; 
the  Jewish  Publication  Society;  the  Red  Cross  Association  of  Maryland; 
the  State  Aid  and  Charities  of  Baltimore;    the  National  Conference  of 
Charities  and  Corrections;  the  Suburban  Club  of  Baltimore  County;  and 
the  City  Club  of  New  York.

14  ,     The  first  house  Mama's  parents  lived  in  was  on  Barre  Street,  near  Bond,  but  they  were 
living  on  Eutaw  Street  south  of  Lexington  when  Mama  was  bom. 

on  Lombard  Street,  and  there  it  was  that  they  held  the  big 
wedding  reception  for  our  parent,  after  a  family  dinner  at  the  Concordia  Club.    The  religious 
ceremoiv  had  been  performed  at  Har  Sinai  Temple  on  Lexington  Street.    It  snowed  so  hard  that 
day,  February  25,  that  the  women  wore  boots  so  as  to  be  able  to  walk  from  place  to  place. 
Mama  and  Papa  went  to  Niagara  on  their  bridal  trip. 

The  Lombard  Street  house  had  many  rooms,  three  stairways  and  a  very  large  garden  at 
the  back  and  side.

14     u  Iri  1843,  David  Hutzler,  our  father,  the  third  son  and  seventh  child  of  Moses  and  Caro- 
line Hutzler,  was  bom  in  Baltimore. 

At  thirteen  he  went  to  work  for  his  brother  Abram  in  the  small  dry  goods  store  on  the 
corner  of  Howard  and  Clay  Streets,  which  in  time  was  to  become  Hutzler  Brothers  and  later. 
Hutsier  Brothers  Co.

Joel  Gutman  David  Hutzler  was  born  two  days  before  Christmas  in  1892.    He  has  had  to 
compete  with  Christinas  and  the  attendant  rush  every  year  since,  and  has  done  it  with  the  reti- 
cence and  stoicism  that  have  mar  Iced  most  of  his  life. 

His  childhood  days  were  spent  pleasantly  in  residental  Baltimore  as  the  younpest  member 
of  a  family  of  six. 

He  remembers  how  he  enjoyed  chasing  fire  enplnes.  One  cold,  windy  day  he  followed 
the  engines  a  long  way  to  a  huge  fire  blazing  In  downtown  Baltimore.  The  fire  was  very  hot 
and  was  not  nearly  under  c<»itrol  when  he  left  the  scene.  It  was,  In  fact,  the  beglxmlng  of 
the  great  Baltimore  fire. 

Morton  Newburger  remembers  visiting  his  cousin  Joel  and  stalkinp  bip  game  (l.e.Felis 
domesticus  amerlcus  at  Canis  ordinaris)  with  a  B.B.  gun  that  was  hidden  away  in  a  hollow  post 
of  the  main  stairway. 

Dad  had  an  eye  for  mischief,  fine  machinery  and  later,  for  attractive  girls.  People 
who  know  him  are  always  impressed  with  his  fantastic  powers  of  observation.    He  reportedly 
can  hike  through  a  department  in  the  store  at  a  brisk  pace  without  looking  left  or  right  and 
will  spot  everything  and  everyone  who  is  in  less  than  optimal  posture.    He  is  said  to  have 
five  eyes  and  super-silent,  rubber-soled  shoes. 

College  days  at  Johns  Hopkins  were  quieter  than  they  might  have  been  had  illness  during 
the  last  months  of  high  school  not  slowed  him  down.    He  had  been  a  first-rate  basketball  player 
during  high  school,  and  won  the  "Over  All"  athletic  cup  in  1911  during  his  senior  Year  at  Friends 
School.    He  received  his  B.A.  from  Johns  Hopkins  in  1919. 

World  War  I  found  Dad  in  the  Navy  attached  to  a  large  warehouse  in  Norfolk,  Va.  He 
was  a  Chief  Petty  Officer  and  ran  the  place  with  an  iron  hand.  Everyone  knew  him  and  sailors 
jumped  into  action  when  they  saw  him  ccming. 

A  notice  announcing  competitive  tests  for  commissions  came  to  Dad's  attention.  The 
day  before  the  test  he  discovered  it  would  include  spherical  trigonometry.    The  entire  subject 
is  based  on  thirteen  rules.    He  learned  these  the  night  preceding  the  test.    Dad  got  one  of 
the  two  places  offered  to  the  300  applicants.    By  doing  so  he  became  a  lowest-ranking  student 
officer  among  many  high-ranking  officers,  and  served  out  his  days  at  the  U.  S.  Naval  Academy, 
completing  the  war  accelerated  course  on  Feb.  11,  1919,  at  which  time  he  returned  to  civilian 
life. 

Many  of  his  stories  involve  automobiles.    He  tells  of  the  night  he  drove  his  brand 
new  Studebaker  downtown  to  see  a  movie  and  returned  home  some  hours  later.    He  was  awakened 
by  a  call  from  the  police,  who  had  found  his  car  downtown,  and  were  wondering  whether  he  had 

not  driven  an  identical  one  heme.  (The  other  man's  key  did  not  fit  the  lock  on  his  car,  or 
he  might  never  have  noticed  the  difference.) 

I  remember  the  1929  Cadillac  convertible  coupe  he  had  bought  my  mother  for  an  engagement 
present.    It  was  a  beauty.    I  recall  riding  to  school  in  it  regularly  until  I  was  nearly  ten 
years  old.    I  would  count  passing  cars  by  pulling  a  certain  switch.    I  wonder  what  that  eziXch 
was  fori 

Dad  always  had  a  boat.    Until  the  late  19A0'8  it  was  the  Whoopee,  a  thlrtyone  foot 
motor  cruiser  which  we  kept  at  the  Kiaryland  Yacht  Club.  Seeing  the  Clipper  (the  seaplane)  come 
in  from  Europe  was  a  special  treat,  and  we  would  cruise  near  the  airport  for  the  event. 

For  leisure  time  he  enjoyed  tpsvel,  sports,  and  nature.    I  remember  the  many  canoe 
trips  we  took  on  the  Rangeley  Ukes  and  thslr  tributary  streams.  Visits  to  caves  In  Virginia 
and  to  the  mountains  were  among  my  favorite  nenorles  ci  growing  up. 

The  gymnasium  Dad  built  on  our  property  in  Plksfvills  ims  perhaps  ths  biggest  failure 
of  anything  he  planned.    Big  enough  to  hold  a  Udminton  court  and  too  big  for  uss  as  s  pUyroon,

it  vae  finished  Just  before  World  War  II.  Wartime  restrictions  on  the  use  of  fuel  and  a  heavy 
load  of  war-Imposed  duties  limited  its  use  during  the  war.    By  then  I  was  at  the  rieht  ape 
to  gleam  maximum  use  from  the  gym  but  was  not  so  inclined;  neither  was  David.    Never  did  a 
man  have  two  less  athletic  sonsl 

The  house  In  Plkesville  was  a  fifteen- roan,  threefloor  stuccoed  creation  of  the  ape 
of  servants.    Every  room  had  an  ante-room.    A  beautifully  proportioned  living  room  was  its 
redeeminp  feature.     It  offered  a  preat  deal  of  roan  to  play.    We  had  a  marvelous  electric  playe 
piano,  one  of  the  finest  ever  built,  that  Dad  had  bought  when  first  married.    The  piano  rolls^ 
bear  my  markings.    X's  and  checks,  to  denote  my  favorites,  since  I  played  it  long  before  I 
went  to  school. 

Then  too,  there  was  a  repulation-sized  pool  table  in  the  cellar  which  I  have  never 
seen  Dad  use.    Once  David,  who  is  a  better-than»average  pool  player,  challenged  him  and  was 
promptly  and  decisively  beaten* 

Dad  was  a  hay  fever  sufferer.  I  remember  the  violent  sneezes  that  catapulated  the 
sleeping  dog  into  frenzied  retreat  with  tail-between-legs.  Dad  could  nover  be  talked  into 
takli^  antihistamines* 

He  never  spoke  of  his  professional  life.    He  was  Vice-President  of  Hutzler  Brothers 
Company  and  his  duties  for  years  involved  financial  matters,  store  operation  and  expansion. 
He  was  ex  officio  planner  of  the  first  branch  store  (Towson)  durinp  which  time  he  suffered 
a  steel  strike,  a  showcase  strike  and  a  case  of  shini^les.    Most  planninp,  alterations  and 
expansion  throughout  the  entire  Hutzler  operation  had  his  consent,  from  the  1920 's  until  the 

late  1950* s.    His  retiranent  at  ape  sixty-five  was  followed  by  part-time  involvement  in 
the  facets  of  store  operation  that  attracted  his  interest  or  ire.    He  assum.ed  the  Chairman- 
ship of  the  Board  after  the  death  of  his  brother,  Albert  in  196^,  and  holds  this  position, 
today.

LEWIS  HUTZLER

Lewis  Hutzler  was  the  first  child  of  Isaac  Kutzler.    Ke  married  twice.    His  first  wife 
was  Fanny  V/ombacher  and  his  second  wife  was  Yetta  Oberndorfer.     So  far  as  we  know,  he  had  five 
children  by  his  first  wife  and  four  by  his  second  wife.    There  are  no  dates  available  to  show 
when  Lewis  Hutzler,  Fanny  Wombacher  or  Yetta  Oberndorfer  were  born 

He  and  Fenny  V/ombacher's  five  children  were  born  from  ?!arch,  183A  and  February  1Ö40. 
Only  two  of  his  children,  David  and  Sallie  car.e  to  the  United  States  sometime  after  Abraham 
Kutzler.    David  Klarried  Elizabeth  Brown.    They  had  13  children.    Sally  never  married  and 
lived  with  her  ux&cle,  Abraham,  and  was  considered   by  him  and  his  family  aa  one  of  the  Im- 
mediate family. 

By  his  second  marriape,  Lewis  had  four  children.    The  oldest,  Sabina,  was  the  only 
one  who  left  Bavaria  (now  Germany)  and  came  to  Rlchmone  sometime  prior  to  the  Civil  War  be- 
cause her  half-brother,  David,  and  half  sister,  Sallle,  lived  in  Richmond.    Estanuel  Falk 
was  living  in  Louisiana  prior  to  the  Civil  War.    When  his  repiment  was  sent  to  the  defense 
of  Richmond,  he  met  Sabir-a,  married  her,  and  settled  in  Richmond.    They  had  ten  children, 
but  very  little  is  known  about  them  with  the  exception  of  }jlaurice  Falk's  family. 

Dnanuel  Hutzler,  their  second  child,  married  Lea  Wollner  end  Feist  their  third 
child  married  Minna  Wollner.    We  believe  these  two  wives  were  sisters. 

In  1895  Moses  Hut;?ler  visited  Halenbach  and  Nurnberp.    From  his  letters  home  we 
have  learned  acnethinp  of  Etoanuel  and  Feist  and  their  families.    Excerpts  from  his  letters 
relating  to  them  are  as  follows: 

"LudwiR  and  Klarx  (Feistes  sons)  and  LuMg  and  Isaac  (Baanuel's  sons)  have  called 
several  times;  they  are  nice  boys  ax^  not  only  their  parents  but  also  their  aunts  Sallia 
and  I^ry  can  well  be  proud  of  them."

"In  my  last  letter  »rote  you  that  we  contemplated    poinp:  to  Halenbach  on  Sunday  " 
Cn  yesterday  marninp  when  we  arose  it  was  cloudy  and  the  weather  threatening.    Our  little 
band  of  tourists  hesitated  making:  the  trip  but  seelnp  my  anxiety  decided  to  make  the  ven- 
ture.   Our  party  consisted  of  Uncle  David,  Lena,  »lax  and  his  bethrothed,  Meta  (Fannie 's 
daughter),  Ludwip,  I.Iarx  (a  brother  of  the  betrothed)  and  myself.    We  left  Nürnberg  at 
5:15  A.M.  and  arrived  at  Hagenbach  abour  8  o'clock  A.M.    Before  leavinp  Nürnberg  it  began 
to  drizzle  and  ere  we  reached  Pretzfeld  It  was  pouring.    The  hotel  keepers  and  livery  men 
had  evidently  forgotten  to  send  their  teams  down  to  the  station  to  haul  the  distinguished 
arrivals  so  we  had  to  foot  it  in  a  dernehing  rain  from  Pretzfeld  to  Hagenbach.  Einanuel, 
Feist  and  all  their  sons  were  at  the  depot  to  meet  us.    Despite  the  bad  and  dissppolntlng 
weather  our  crowd  was  Jolly  and  our  entertainment  and  enjoyment  was  also  a  great  success. 
Our  first  halt  was  made  at  Emanuel's,  his  wife  had  prepared  a  breakfast  of  which  all  ate 
heartily;  after  resting  for  a  short  while  we  then  went  to  Feist's  but  returned  again  to 
Enanuel's  in  time  for  dinner.    Seeing  no  prospect  for  better  weather  we  sent  word  to 
Lavino  that  we  could  not  go  to  Wambach  and  return  in  time  to  catch  the  train  and  that 
she  and  her  husband  should  come  to  Hagenbach.    About  three  o'clock  she,  her  husband  and 
youngest  son  arrived  and  remained  with  us  until  train  time.    I  forgot  to  mention  that 
Therese  ( Lavino 's  eldest  daughter  who  by-the-way  is  a  very  pretty  girl)  was  at  Bnanuel's 
when  we  got  there." 

«.^-^  ^.^''^^^''^'S  o'clock  we  again  returned  to  Feist's  where  an  'afternoon  tea'  had  been  pre 

pared  for  us.    We  left  Hagenbach  about  6  P.M.  and  arrived  again  at  Nürnberg  at  9  P.?'.    I  made 
several  calls  during  the  day  but  a  pouring-down  rain  prevented  me  from  seeing  Hagenbach  according

ine  standpoint  of  affectionate  Interests  but  was  satisfactory  beyond  every  expectation." 

"We  left  here  (for  Hagenbach)  on  Tuesday  morning  and  returned  Thursday  night.  Tuesday 
was  spent  at  Feist's;  Wednesday  with  Lavino  and  Thursday  with  Bnanuel.    It  rained  the  greater 
portion  of  the  tijne  and  we  were  again  prevented  from  visiting  some  points  of  interest  to  me; 
however  I  saw  all  that  had  an  affecylonate  interest  for  me  and  to  give  you  some  Idea  of  how  I 
reel  on  the  subject  (without  commenting  at  length)  I  have  decided  to  go  to  Hagenbach  again  in 
two  weeks  from  now.    Bnanuel,  Feist,  Lavino  and  their  families  are  untiring  in  their  devotion 
and  attention.    We  were  sumptuously  banqueted  and  feasted  and  in  evidence  shall  relate  one  of 
the  amusing  incidents  of  our  trip.    The  morning  of  our  arrival  at  Hagenbach  the  trio  weighed 
and  before  leaving  weighed  again.    Fannie  had  gained  five  pounds,  Meta  threeTTndT'iiad  gained 
^e  same  as  Fannie.    We  were  so  much  amused  at  the  fact  that  if  there  is  any  truth  in  the  old 
adage    laugh  and  grow  fat'  we  surely  added  a  few  more  pounds.    Charley's  suggestion  'Insure 
your  stomach'  os  truly  a  timely  warning"

hnme  Richmond's  best  knoim  business  aen,  died  suddenly  at  his 

home.  No.  1229  Floyd  Avenue,  at  12:10  o'clock  this  aomiap.  (July  31,  1898) 


"Though  taken  sick  over  a  month  aro ,  the  end  ijbs  quite  sudden,  beinp  due  to  appoplexy. 
From  all  appearances  he  seemed  to  be  improving  rapidly  until  the  silent  hour  of  mldnipht,  almost 
without  warning,  brought  the  Reaper,  and  another  of  Richmond's  honored  citizens  crossed  the  river. 

"Since  the  close  of  the  war  Mr,  Mitteldorfer  had  been  enpaped  in  business  as  a  decorator, 
and  some  of  the  most  elaborate  work  ever  seen  in  this  city  was  done  by  him,  or  under  his  direction, 
notably  at  the  reunion  of  Confederate  Veterans  in  1896.    One  of  the  last  great  contracts  which  he 
executed  was  the  decoration  of  the  Auditorium  at  Atlanta,  in  which  the  veterans  convened  at  the 
reunion  this  month. 

"His  service  in  the  bloody  civil  strife  will  last  until  memory  fades  in  the   graves  of  his 
comrades  in  arms.    Ke  enlisted  at  the  first  call,  and  was  one  of  the  gallant  members  of  the  famous 
Fayette  Artillery.    He  served  xintil  Apponatox,  and  then  after  looking  about  for  an  opening,  he 
began  the  business  as  a  decorator  which  he  continued  up  to  his  death. 

"The  art  of  beautifying,  in  !.{r.  Mitteldorf  er 's  hands,  was  indeed,  an  art  and  his  taste  and 
skill  became  more  than  locally  famous.    At  every  occasion  of  prominence,  both  civic  and  military, 
in  Richmond  and  vicinity,  }fx .  Mitteldorf  er 's  services  have  been  called  into  play,  and  his  efforts 
have  often  been  the  most  prcniinent  of  the  enjoyable  features  of  such  instances. 

"He  was  married  in  1866  to  Miss  Hannah  Wasserman,  and  the  union  has  yielded  five  children, 
Messrs.  Leroy  and  Moses  lAltteldorf er ,  who  have  efficiently  upheld  their  father's  hand  at  his 
chosen  profession  and  are  now  engaged  in  the  decosrating  establishment,  and  Misses  Rosalie  azul 
Minnie  Mitteldorfer. 

"Ke  was  a  brother  of  Messrs.  Charles,  David  and  Ellis  Mitteldorfer,  will  known  citizens 
of  Richmond,  and  of  Mrs.  Jonas  Iterouse,  and  Mrs.  Julius  Straus,  also  of  this  City. 

"He  represented  the  live  interest  in  numerous  social  OTganizations  among  them  the  Jwrerson 

Club. 

"To  his  excellence  as  a  citizen  was  in  him  added  a  spirit  of  charity  which  endeared  him  to 
all  and  his  benevolence  was  of  the  kind  that  his  right  hand  bestowed  in  secret  from  his  left." 

Charles  I.ütteldorf er  served  with  COTipany  F,  31st  Virginia  Infantry  during  the  Civil  War. 

He  T.-as  at  Harper's  Ferry  when  John  Brown  was  captured  and  later  his  company  was  at  Charlestown  at 

the  execution.    Not  too  much  is  known  of  the  business  career  of  either  Charles,  David,  or  Ellis 
:»litteldorfer. 


ABRAHAM   AND    YETTA  HUTZLER 
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Abraham  Kutzler  was  born  in  Hagenbach,  Bavaria  on  November  19,  1811.  Yetta  Millhiser 
was  born  in  Hagenbach,  Bavaria  on  January  A,  1814.    Little  information  is  known  of  their  life 
in  Bavaria  (now  Germany),  but  because  of  the  restrictions  which  the  government  Imposed  on 
marriage  of  Jews,  then  eaigrated  to  the  United  States  in  1838.    At  that  time,  only  one  male 
in  a  Jewish  family  was  permitted  to  marry^  and  as  Lewis  Kutzler,  Abraham*a  oldest  brother 
had  already  married,  by  law,  Abraham  was  not  permitted  to  marry.    The  story  is  that  they  were 
married  before  they  left  Bavaria,  but  it  had  to  be  kept  a  secret  and  oould  not  be  recorded 
in  the  official  records.    Upon  arriving  in  the  United  States,  they  came  directly  to  Richmond, 
Virginia,  and  the  records  show  that  they  were  married  by  the  rabbi  of  the  local  synagogue. 
They  had  nine  children,  all  born  in  Richmond.    They  lived  their  entire  adult  life  in  Richmond 
within  fifty  yards  of  their  original  home.    On  August  20,  1852  Abraham  purchased  real  estate 
on  the  north  side  of  Broad  Street  between  3rd  and  4th  Streets.    There  was  a  two  story  building 
on  the  property.  The  family  lived  on  the  second  floor  and  they  used  the  first  floor  to  operate 
a  dry  goods  retail  store.    Abraham  quickly  adapted  to  life  in  Richmond,    On  April  13,  18AA, 
he  declared  his  intention  of  beconinp  a  citizen,  and  on  April  13,  1852  he  did  become  a  citizen. 
During  the  Civil  War  he  was  a  member  of  the  "home  guard"  and  his  home  was  one  of  many  where 
servicemen  would  congregate  for  a  little  relaxation  or  pet  a  little  home  cookinr.  Throughout 
his  life  in  Richmond,  he  participated  in  community  as  well  as  reli^rious  activities.    He  was 
one  of  the  earlier  members  of  Beth  Ahabah  Temple.  Yetta  Hutzler  died  September  29,  1866  and 
Abraham  died        1^,  1689. 


An  article  written  after  Abraham's  death  states  as  follows:  "he  is  well  remembered  ^ 
for  his  firmness  of  conviction,  his  piety,  his  unswervlx»?  honesty  and  reliability,  and  the 
faithfulness  with  which  he  clunR  to  his  friends.    Declining  to  speculate,  and  refusing  to 
enter  Into  contracts  which  might  have  yielded  larpe  profits  while  the  strupf^le  for  independ- 
ence was  raging,  the  end  of  the  Civil  Wkr  found  him  with  diminished  means;  and  he  was  not 
able  to  give  to  his  younger  sons  the  liberal  education  which  he  had  intended  to  insure  them" . 
(Vol.  5   Men  of  Mark  in  Virginia.  (1909)). 

Abraham  and  Yetta  were  survived  by  Rosena  Hutzler  Levy,  Robinette  Hutzler,  Moses  Hut- 
2ler,  Charles  Hutzler,  Isaac  Hutzler  and  Qnanuel  Hutzler.    They  had  three  other  children  who 
predeceased  them,     Lewis  Hutzler  died  in  Infancy,  Amelia  Hutzler  died  in  1859  at  a^e  eight 
and  one  half  years  and  Mena  Hutzler  married  David  Mltteldorfer  and  died  in  1876  at  aRe  twenty 
five  and  one  half  years,    Abraham  and  Yetta  raised  a  devoted  family.    Their  children  were 
most  attentive  to  them  as  well  as  to  their  siblings  and  also  to  their  cousin  Sally,  as  evidenced 
by  many  letters  which  have  survived  the  years.  Cousin  Sally  was  the  daughter  (the  fourth  child) 
of  Lewis  Hutzler,  Abraham's  oldest  brother.    She  lived  with  Abraham  as  part  of  his  family 
\intil  his  death  and  after  his  death  ehe  made  her  home  with  hia  surviving  children  until  her 
death  in  1911.    She  was  buried  in  the  family  cemetery  plot  where  Abraham,  Yetta,  Moses,  Isaac 
and  Robey  or  Robinette  are  interred.    There  is  no  record  of  wh^e  Lewis,  and  Amelia  are  buried. 

Their  oldest  daughter,  ROSENA,  married  Leopold  Levy  of  Amelia  Counthouse  in  1857, 
He,  alonp  with  his  two  brothers,  enlisted  in  the  Confedetate  Army  and  served  with  distinction, 
taking  part  in  the  battle  of  K{ana88a8,  Wllliamsburp ,  Winchester,  and  other  notable  engapernents. 
He  was  a  special  courier  for  General  Stuart  and  durinfj  the  battle  of  Williamsburp  carried  dis- 
patches from  General  Stuart  to  President  Davis, 

At  the  end  of  the  war  in  1865,  he  moved  to  Richmond  and  commenced  his  business  career 
by  dealing  in  government  supplies.    Later  he  went  into  the  retail  grocery  business  and  then 
branched  off  into  commission  business,  which  proved  very  succesaful. 

His  obitxiary  in  the  Richnond  Dispatch,  November  16,  1897  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"He  held  a  high  place  in  business  circles  in  Richmond,  nas  for  twenty-five  years  a 
member  of  the  Chamber  of  Conmeree,  and  was  cme  of  the  first  members  of  the  Grain  and  Cotton 
Exchange  and  Tobacco  Exchange.    For  the  past  ten  years  he  had  been  one  of  the  directors  of 
the  First  National  Bank  of  this  city. 

^'Personally ,  the  deceased  was  of  a  most  lovable  disposition,  and  was  a  man  of  broad, 
charitable  views.    He  was  the  soul  of  commercial  honor,  and  his  word  was  considered  as  good 
as  his  bond. 


"Mt.  Levy  was  quiet  and  unostentatious  in  his  daily  walks,  loyal  in  every  relation 
of  life,  and  lived  up  to  every  obligation  of  citizenship.    He  was  devout  in  his  faith,  and 
illustrated  constantly,  by  act  and  word,  that  he  loved  his  fellow  man.    His  benevolent  face 
was  a  true  index  to  his  heart." 


ROBINETTE  HÜTZIER,  or  ROBY,  as  she  was  known,  was  born  August  12,  1842,  and  died  Dec- 
«niber  28,  1918.    She  never  married  and  lived  with  her  parents  and  brothers  and  sisters  on 
Broad  Street  over  the  store  known  as  "A.  Hutzler".    Little  is  known  of  her  early  years,  but 
we  ^w  that  she  had  a  congenital  hop  condition  which  affected  her  walking.    It  can  be  assumed 
that  she  helped  out  in  her  father's  store  when  she  could  and  after  his  death  she  helped  in  her 
brothers'  store.    She  always  made  her  home  with  her  family  and  relied  on  them  to  take  care  of 
h^.    She  was  short  in  stature  and  in  later  years  was  plump.    She  was  devoted  to  her  brothers 
and  sisters  and  to  their  children.    She  is  hurried  in  Hebrew  Cemetery  with  her  parents. 

I.1DSES  HUTZLER,  was  born  August  8,  1845  never  married.    He  also  lived  with  his  parents 
and  after  their  death  with  his  brothers  and  sister.    He  also  helped  out  in  his  father's  store 
and  it  is  assumed  that  he  had  a  formal  education,  at  least  through  high  school.    There  is  no 
record  of  his  early  life  in  Richmond.    The  only  record  we  have  consists  of  the  letters  which 
he  wrote  home  when  he  made  the  "Grand  Tour"  of  Europe  in  1894-95.    He  faithfully  wrote  his 
family  at  least  twice  a  w^ek  and  his  letters  wtre  preserved  for  later  generations.   All  but 
one  of  his  letters  were  received  and  saved.    The  one  mlseinp  letter  was  lost  at  sea  when  the 
ship  on  which  It  was  sent  sank. 
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In  1877  he  and  hie  brotherai  Isaac  and  Charles  opened  a  dry  ^oods  store  on  the  opposite 
side  of  Broad  Street  from  their  hone  and  former  store  operated  by  their  father.    It  was  a  fam^ 
ily  business  and  run      the  three  brothers  as  ecual  partners.    In  his  letters  which  he  wrote 
hcrae  from  Europe,  he  was  constantly  asking  about  business  and  made  many  purchases  for  the  store 
while  abroad.    He  was  requted  to  be  very  imich  a  'ladies  man*  and  was  very  popular  at  dances 
and  social  affairs.    Ke  was  active  in  civic  and  relipeous  activities  in  Richmond  throuphout 
his  life.    He  died  July  15,  1909  and  is  hurried  In  the  family  plot  with  his  parents  and  most 
of  his  family. 

There  is  practically  no  information  on  AltELlA  HUTZLER.  She  was  bom  October  15,  IB17 
and  died  on  >.iay  A,  1859,  a  little  over  five  months  before  her  thrlteenth  birthday.  We  do  not 
know  the  cause  of  her  death  of  what  kind  of  a  child  she  was  during  her  short  lifetime, 

ISAAC  HUTZLER  was  born  February  9,  195A.    He  never  married  and  so  far  as  is  known 
spent  his  entire  life  in  Richmond.    He  worked  at  the  store  with  his  brothers  and  shared 
with  them  in  their  success  and  failures  in  business.    He  was  an  astute  business  man  and 
a  careful  and  successful  investor  for  both  himself  and  his  younger  brother,  Bnanuel. 
He        a  short  stocky  man  and  lived  with  his  siblings  , on  Broad  Street  in  his  earlier  years 
and  with  his  brother  Emanuel  and  his  sister  Roby  in  his  later  years  on  Monument  Avenue. 
He  died  on  August  4,  1921  and  was  hurried  in  the  family  plot. 

CHARI£S  KUTZLER  was  born  on  October  26,  1849.    **As  he  was  eleven  years  old  when  Vir- 
ginia seceded,  and  fifteen  when  Richmond  surrendered,  the  stirring  scenes  of  the  period  of 
the  Civil  war  were  witnessed  by  him  at  a  time  of  life  when  they  were  nost  indelibly  Impressed 
upon  a  retentive  mind.  Marching  with  the  soldiers,  takinp  part  in  their  discussions,  often 
carrying  to  then  food  and  dainties  from  a  generous  and  sympathetic  home,  identifying  himself 
with  them  even  to  the  extent  of  carrying  his  father's  musket  when  the  home  guard  was  ordered 
to  the  front  at  the  time  of  Dahlgren's  raid,  the  boy's  character  was  formed,  developed  and 
schooled  under  conditions  which  rendered  his  convictions  decided,  firm,  and  perhaps  somewhat 
inflexible." 

"Through  the  influence  of  an  older  sister  of  fine  taste  and  sound  Judgment,  he  had 
been  led  to  the  systematic  improvement  of  his  mind  by  courses  of  readin^r.    Beginning  with  the 
subject  of  history,  he  read  rapidly  but  thoroughly  the  leadin;?  works  upon  American  and  modem 
European  history,  as  well  as  books  xxpan  ancient  and  Biblical  history.    After  completing  this 
historical  course,  he  took  up  English  literature,  devoting  much  time  to  the  works  of  Addison, 
Macaulay,  Carlyle  and  Shakespeare.    With  the  English  and  American  novelists  who  were  most  read 
in  the  last  third  of  the  last  century,  as  well  as  with  the  poetry  of  Pope  and  Byron,  he  became 
very  familiar." 

"At  the  age  of  eight  he  attended  a  parochial  school.    In  early  boyhood  he  attended 
the  night  school  of  Klajor  S.  T.  Pendleton;  and  later  he  took  private  lessons  in  French,  German 
and  Hebrew,  meanwhile  reading  onnivorously.  It  should  be  an  encouragement  to  young  men  who 
educate  themselves  outside  the  schools,  to  know  that  lir.  Hutzler  has  found  that  with  the  foun- 
dation laid  down  in  the  course  thus  described,  he  has  not  been  afraid  throughout  his  life  to 
undertake  the  reading  of  anything  that  was  ever  written;  nor  has  he  felt  himself  in  danger 
of  suffering  either  mentally  or  morally  by  dangerous  doctrines  of  skeptic  or  libertine.  Through 
all  these  years,  he  never  began  to  read  a  fresh  volume,  without  first  writing  out  his  opinion 
of  the  book  last  read,  and  conparlng  It  as  to  style  and  contents,  with  other  books  which  he 
had  read.  Of  the  writings  lAiloh  have  Itft  their  most  lasting  impression  upon  his  character, 
he  names  the  Bible,  the  works  of  Shakespeare,  !<tecaulay  and  Bulwer**  (These  paragraphs  ttken 
from  Utexi  of  Mark  In  Virginia  (1909)). 

At  the  age  of  sixteen,  he  began  his  business  career.    As  his  father  was  in  the  dry 
goods  business,  it  was  natxiral  for  him  to  migrate  to  that  occupation.    For  the  next  forty  to 
fifty  years  he  wae  engaged  in  merchandising,    Ke  served  as  confidential  cleric  for  his  employers 
for  the  first  seven  years  of  his  business  life  and  then  as  sales  clerk  for  the  next  couple 
of  .years.    In  ^1887  he  opened  a  dry  goods  and  notion  store  in  partnership  with  his  brothers, 
Kloses  and  Isaac  under  the  name  of  "A  HUTZLER'S  SONS".    It  occupied  a  store  on  the  south  side 
of  Broad  Street,  across  from  the  fanily  hone.    He  sent  out  notices  to  all  his  former  customers 
asking  them  to  patronize  this  new  enterprise.    We  know  fron  letters  which  lotoses  wrote  to  the 
family  from  Europe  in  1895  that  he  was  making  purchases  for  the  store  wOMnever  possible*  From 
these  aocounts  and  other  reeord9#  4t  was  obvious  that  the  store  rns  a  fmeeM*

Having  served  as  a  director  of  three  different  banks,  he  thought  that  bankir^r  was  a 
coming  business  so  he  started  the  Central  National  Bank  and  became  its  president.    He  served 
as  such  until  his  death.    As  varied  as  his  business  life  was,  so  were  the  many  civic  and  corasu- 
nal  activites  in  which  he  participated.    He  served  as  public  director  and  president  of  the  pri- 
son association  for  over  ten  years,  as  a  member  and  chairman  of  the  school  board  for  the  same 
period  of  time  and  as  president  of  Congregation  Beth  Ahabah  all  at  the  same  time.    At  one  time 
he  was  either  librarian,  treasurer  or  president  of  the  Jefferson  Literary  Society,  which  he 
helped  to  organize  in  1867.    During  the  reconstruction  period  he  served  as  Judge  of  elections, 
a  Job  which  required  the  courage  of  c^victicn  m  the  part  of  one  who  dared  to  accept  the  office. 

When  he  became  president  of  the  prison  association  in  1911,  he  was  aware  that  things 
were  not  being  run  according  to  the  rules  and  regulations,  so  he  requested  that  an  independent 
group  Investigate  the  operations  of  the  prison  association.    In  1912  as  chainnan  of  the  school 
board,  he  had  a  similar  investigation  of  the  school  system.    A  transcript  of  each  of  these 
Investigations  are  in  the  archives  of  the  Virginia  State  Library  and  make  most  interesting 
reading. 

Although  his  formal  education  was  limited,  he  was  able  to  educate  himself  far  beyond 
that  of  the  tines.    Charles  Hutzler  was  always  available  for  advice  when  asked.    His  knowledge 
of  business,  and  human  nature  far  exceeded  the  average  man.    His  ability  to  handle  business 
problems,  figures  and  people  never  ceased  to  amaze  those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  This 
is  proven  by  the  many  letters  which  his  family  received  after  his  death.  They  came  from  Judges, 
clerks  of  court,  business  men,  associates  in  various  fields  of  business,  both  retail  and  banking 
associates,  as  well  as  those  who  were  engaged  in  other  endeavors,  including  his  employees  and 
former  employees  and  Just  ordinary  individuals  w4io  had  either  worked  for  or  with  him  or  Just 
knew  him.    The  general  tenor  of  these  letters  was  that  not  only  would  the  writer  consider  that 
he  or  she  had  lost  a  friend,  but  the  entire  community  and  state  would  suffer  a  great  loss. 

Kis  letters,  papers  and  other  writings  which  survive  never  cease  to  amaze  those  who 
read  them.    His  letter  to  his  son  when  he  entered  the  University  of  Virginia  as  well  as  the 
letter  to  him  on  his  twentyf irst  birthday  were  letters  which  anyone  would  have  been  proud  to 
receive.    On  his  seventieth  birthday,  he  did  not  want  a  party  to  celebrate,  but  instead  he 
wrote  a  note  to  each  of  his  brothers,  sisters,  cousins,  nieces  and  nephews,  enclosing  either 
a  five  dollar  or  a  two-and-one-half  dollar  gold  piece  as  a  present  from  him  to  celebrate  the 
occasion.    He  truly  believed  that  it  was  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive. 

On  October  26,  1875  he  married  Jeanette  Mlllhlser.    They  had  six  children,  but  only 
one,  Alvin  B.  Hutzler,  lived  to  maturity.    Jeanette  was  not  a  robust  woman  and  for  the  last 
twenty  years  of  her  life  she  was  in  poor  health.    She  died  on  October  13,  1910  and  Charles 
Hutaü.er  died  on  December  6,  1919. 


^"''^^^  HUTZLER    the  youngest  of  Abraham  and  Yetta's  nine -children,  was  born  February 
2,  1856.    He  married  Henrietta  Schwartz  who  was  born  June  6,  1860.    They  were  not  married  very 
long  as  she  died  on  January  U,  1889,  during  childbirth.    The  child  did  not  survive,  i^fanny, 
as  he  was  known,  spent  his  early  business  life  as  a  traveling  salesman.    He  traveled  through- 
out the  south  and  southwestern  part  of  Virginia  going  as  far  west  as  Roanoke,  which  was  then 
known  as   Big  Lick',  driving  a  buckboard  or  wagon,  selling  Jeans  to  retailers.    It  is  assumed 
that  he  lived  with  his  brothers  and  sister  when  he  was  in  Richnond.    In  19U.  he  purchased  a 
lot  on  the  2000  block  of  Monument  Avenue  and  built  a  three  story  hone  on  it.    Both  Isaac  and 
Bobinette  (Roby)  lived  with  him.    Roby  was  his  housekeeper  until  her  death  in  1918.    As  both

m  the  Monument  Avenue  house  were  built  double  denth  and  with  half -risers  so  that  thev  could

She  accepted  and  lived  with  him  until  his  death  on  January  14,  1939,  which  occurred  exactly 
fifty  years  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  Heiirietta.    In  return  for  Marion  acting  as  his 
housekeeper,  he  left  his  house  and  furnishings  to  upon  his  death. 

^i^^uL      r®^^^^  "»^"y  f«»»ily  I»rers  which  I  found,  the  one  thlag  which  anazed  me  more  than 
anything  else  was  the  oloseness  of  all  of  Abrahwa's  and  Yttta'i  ehiUrm.    In  all  of  their

MORITZ  HUTZLER 

(See  I^e  8)

Moritz  Hutzler  probably  came  to  Richmond  In  1838  or  1839,  the  same  time  as  his  brother, 
Abraham.  His  marriage  to  Sarah  Lianheimer  took  place  in  Richmond  shortly  after  Abraham  married 
Yetta  Millhiser  in  1839.  He  was  one  of  the  early  members  of  Beth  Ahabah  and  was  active  in  the 
Jewish  life  of  Rlchnond.  He  died  in  1866  and  is  burled  in  the  Hebrew  Cemetery  in  Richmond  to- 
gether with  his  eon,  John.  They  are  the  only  two  praves  in  that  section.  There  is  no  record 
of  where  his  wife,  Sarah,  is  bxiried.    It  is  assumed  that  she  remarried  after  Moritz'  death  in 

1866  and  is  buried  with  her  second  husband.    They  had  three  sons  and  three  daughters.  The 
three  daughters  married  three  Hirsch  brothers  tram  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

The  following  information  is  quoted  from  "As  but  a  I>ay"i  published  by  "The  Temple"  in 
Atlanta,  Georgia,  (1967), 

"The  Kirsch  family  was  another  whose  members  laid  the  foundations  of  the  city  and  ^ 
the  congregation.    There  were  three  brothers,  Henry,  Morris  and  Joseph,  who  married  three 
sisters  -  Rosalie,  Amelia  and  Rebecca  Hutzler  respectively.    The  brothers  came  from  Gimbsheim, 

Oemany;  their  wives,  from  Richmond,  Va.    Although  only  two  of  the  brothers  belonged  to  the 
congregation  in  1869,  all  three  of  them  played  Important  roles  in  its  development. 

"Henry  Hirsch  was  born  in  1838  and  come  to  America  as  a  boy.    At  the  age  of  sixteen  he 
was  already  settled  in  Philadelphia.    A  few  years  later  he  moved  to  Ivlarietta,  Ga.,  where  his 
uncle  lived.*    During  the  Civil  War  he  fought  with  the  Confederate  forces  in  Richmond  and 
there  met  his  wife.    They  settled  in  Atlanta  after  the  war,  producing  a  large  and  distin- 
guished family.    Their  youngest  son  was  Harold  Hirsch,  the  renowned  attorney  and  philanth- 
ropist for  whco  the  University  of  Georgia  Law  School  building  Is  named.   He  played  a  major 
role  in  the  construction  of  the  present  temple. 

"The  second  Kirsch  brother,  Morris,  was  only  thirteen  years  old  when  he  set  sail  for 
America  with  a  bottle  of  wine  as  his  sole  possession.    Legend  has  it  that  he  sold  this  for  a 
dollar  which  mysteriously  disappeared  by  the  time  he  landed  in  NewTfork. 

"Morris  went  to  live  with  his  brother  Henry  in  Philadelphia,  but  soon  became  disillu- 
sioned with  his  life  there  as  a  peddler  and  moved  on.    First  he  went  to  Burlington,  la., 
where  he  got  a  Job  in  a  clothing  store.    Within  a  few  years  he  decided  to  go  into  business 
for  himself  and  persuaded  his  employer  to  back  him.    At  this  point  he  came  south,  Joining 
hie  brother  Henry  in  Xlarietta,    In  the  meantime  the  war  began,  so  he  enlisted  in  the  Confed- 
erate Army.    Afterwards  Morris  came  back  to  Georgia,  settled  in  Atlanta,  and  finally  managed, 
with  his  brothers,  to  open  the  olothix«  store  that  he  had  dreamed  of  for  so  long. 

"iJttrrls  Hirsch  Joined  the  coi«regatlon  a  few  years  after  its  Inception  and  was  parti- 
eularly  active  after  he  retired  frco  business  In  the  1890 's.  He  served  as  treasurer  for  six 
years,  holdlj«  thBt  position  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1906. 

"Joseph  Kirsch,  the  youi^est  of  the  three  brothers*  uas  the  most  active  in  service 
to  his  city  and  his  faith.   He  came  to  America  in  1860,  at  the  ^age  of  fifteen.    Like  his 
brothers ,  he  epent  sane  time  in  Philadelphia  and  Marietta  before  settling  in  Atlanta  in 

1867  and  going  into  business  with  them.    In  1897  he  retired,  devoted  himself  to  civic  end 
religious  affairs,  and  headed  the  congregation  from  1899  until  he  died  in  1919. 

"He  also  served  The  Temple  in  other  capacities,  beglxmlng  as  secretary  when  he  was 
oiOy  thirth^tvo  years  ojLd  and  it  was  only  fight.   Totaled,  his  years  on  The  Tvnple  Board 
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eaounted  to  a  quarter-century. 


"Throughout  this  time  Joseph  Hirsch  worked  diliperitly  for  other  Jev;ish  causes, 
particularly  the  Hebrew  Orphans  Hone,  and  also  In  city  povernmant*    As  e  very  younp  nan  he 
had  been  a  Volunteer  Fireman.    He  later  becane  a  Counciljnan,  Alderman,  and  Mayor  pro-ten 
(1896).    He  led  in  the  establishment  of  a  city  hospital," 

*The  uncle,  also  named  Henry  Hirsch,  had  cone  south  with  his  wife  and  the  Herman  Haas  family 
in  1849.    The  two  women  were  sisters.    This  elder  Henry  Kirsch  had  no  children, 

DAVID  HUTZLER

David  Kutzler  was  born  In  1816,  died  in  1897,  married  Rosalie  Hoffmann.    They  had  six 
children,  all  of  whom  remained  in  Germany.    Moses  Hutzler  visited  them  in  1895  and  fron  his 
letters  home  we  have  some  idea  of  their  life  in  Nurnberp.    The  followinp  are  excerpts  from 
his  letters: 

"In  statue  he  (Uncle  David)  is  amall.    He  dresses  excedinply  neat,  wears  a  standinp  col- 
lar and  derby  hat;  wears  his  hair  short  (cut  with  clippers)  and  his  beard  and  moustache  is  cut 
(or  rather  worn)  in  the  latest  fashion.    He  appreciates  and  enjoys  the  society  of  his  friends 
and  acquaintances  and  in  turn  is  endowed  with  social  and  intellectual  qualities  which  eminent- 
ly fits  him  for  the  position  of  the  head  of  the  family. 

"He  resides  in  a  large  and  comfortable  apartment  house  four  stories  hlph.    On  the 
first  floor  Matilda  and  Isaac  Reis  and  their  12  year  old  son  reside.    On  the  second  floor 
Uncle  David  and  his  two  sons,  !.{arx^  and  Ludwig  reside.    On  the  third  floor  Isaac  and  Lina  and 
their  two  children,  Uartha  7,  and  Robert  A,  reside.  On  the  fourth  floor  Lena  Kohn,  the  widow, 
and  her  four  children,  Paula  6,  Eustln  (Justin)  7,  Fritz  6,  and  Rosa  4,  reside.    Fanny  Vi' 
ner  and  her  family  live  about  one  block  away," 

Isaac  and  Max  (who  married  Martha  llarx  August  A,  1895)  v/ere  in  the  wholesale  dry  pood 
business  (as  was  Moses  and  his  brothers).    Ludwig  was  in  the  cattle  business  and  before  his 
retirement  his  father  was  also  in  the  cattle  business^ 

"The  entire  family  continue  to  shower  attentions  upon  me.    So  much  so  that  I  must  be 
very  careful  in  my  expressions  lest  I  shall  add  another  oblipation  to  the  many  already  in- 
curred.   Uncle  David  is  energetic,  bright  and  intelligent;  is  capable  of  entertaining  and 
finds  pleasure  in  the  vocation.    I  need  not  express  a  wish  nor  a  desire;  -  he  seems  to  anti-* 
cipete  my  wants  and  takes  pleasure  in  gratifying  them.    He  accompanies  me  on  my  lonp  marches 
and  shows  wonderful  powers  of  endurance.  His  children  say  that  since  my  arrival  he  is  a  chan- 
ged  man  and  claim  that  my  visit  has  added  youth  and  vigor  to  their  dear  old  father  and  when 
I  speak  of  leaving  enter  that  as  a  plea  and  add  many  other  protests  why  I  should  not  leave. 
IJlATX  expect  to  be  married  on  August  4th;  in  fact,  that  day  has  been  selected  and  uncle  says 
that  under  no  circumstances  nor  conditions  will  he  permit  me  to  leave  until  after  the  marriage. 
My  second  visit  to  Hagenbach  was  a  genuine  treat  and  ir*  many  respects  equally  as  enjoyable  as 
tlie  first  one. 

"This  rminds  me  that  on  yesterday  I  took  dinner  v/lth  Fannie  and  in  order  that  you  may 
judge  of  my  abilities  while  acting  ir  the  capacity  of  invited  guest  I  shall  give  you  the  menu 
provided  I  can  remember  it.    Noodle  soup,  roast  veal,  asparagus,  potato  salad,  lettuce,  roast 
goose,  compot,  noodle-charlotte,  ices,  small  cakes,  coffee,  Rhine  wine,  beer  and  champagne  - 
but  to  this  I  roust  add  in  Justice  to  the  others  who  have  entertained  me  that  this  dinner  was 
in  no  respect  superior  to  the  meals  prepared  by  the  other  sisters." 

"The  long-looked-for  happy  event  is  over  and  peace  and  quiet  once  more  reigns  in  the 
Hut2ler  family. 

"Itartha  and  l!ax  were  married  on  Sunday  ^th  Inst,  at  1  P.M.    The  marriage  cereoonyi 
dinner,  supper  and  dancing  took  place  at  Hotel  Adler,    The  crowd  was  small,  but  select,  and 
all  present  seemed  to  enjoy  themselves  hugely.    Dinner  lasted  from  2  til  7  P.M.    Between  each 
course  their  was  either  a  recitation,  reading  or  telegrams  or  song.    Fortunately  I  had  a  good 
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appetite  and  beinr  In  ftood  trim  ventxired  a  fk-ee  Irdul^enee  of  the  same  in  all  the  goodies 
prepared  for  the  occasion;  I  am  also  pleased  to  report  that  no  bad  results  have  followed • 
!.!any  nev  ar^  novel  featxires  were  introduced  which  contributed  in  a  larf^e  measure  to  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  puests.    I  shall  not  attempt  a  description  today  as  I  haven't  time  at  my  disposal; 
-  suffice  it  to  say  that  it  was  a  brilliant  affair  fron  bepinninp  to  endinp.    Had  some  of  oxir 
hcnefclks  been  present  I  mipht  then  be  able  to  add  that  my  enjoyment  was  complete.  However, 
I  have  no  reason  to  complain,"

ROSALIE  HUTZLER

Rosalie  Kutzler  came  to  Richnond  in  1846.    Lewis  Held,  with  his  younger  brother, 
Charles,  left  Baverla  and  migrated  to  Richmond.    Lewis  and  Rosalie  were  married  in  October, 
18^6  by  Rev.  ?.!ichelbacher .    It  was  the  first  marriage  to  be  recorded  by  him  at  Temple  Beth 
Ahabah.    He  was  one  of  the  founding  subscribers  to  the  fund  for  the  new  Temple  at  11th  and 
Marshall  Streets  in  Richmond,  Virginia.    The  city  directory  in  1852  listed  him  as  a  dry 
goods  merchant  doing  business  on  the  west  side  of  Sixth  Street  between  Broad  and  Marshall 
Streets.    He  enlisted  in  Company  A,  1st  Battation,  1st  Regiment  of  the  Virginia  Reserve  on 
.May  28,  1662  for  the  defense  of  Richmond. 

Their  eldest  child,  A.MELIA,  married  Gerson  Heller  in  1868.    He  owned  a  shoe  store 
in  Riclsnond,  but  later  moved  his  family  to  Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

Their  second  child,  I-'ATILDA,  married  Joseph  Dallman,  who  with  his  younger  brother. 
Selig,  had  been  sent  from  Germany  (Bavaria)  in  about  1870  by  their  mother  to  avoid  serving 
in  the  military.    They  moved  to  California,  settling  in  Lincoln  which  is  in  the  foot  hills 
of  the  Sacramento  Valley.    However,  they  kept  in  touch  with  their  Richmond  relatives. 
FANNY  HELD,  !iatllda's  youngest  sister,  left  Richmond  when  she  was  18  years  old  to  visit 
?.latilda  and  Joseph  in  California.    She  came  west  on  <me  of  the  first  railroad  trains  to 
cross  the  continent.    Selig  had  seen  Fanny's  photograph  which  she  had  sent  her  sister  and 
fallen  in  love  with  her  picture.    This  infornatlon  had  been  communicated  to  Fanny's  mother 
without  Fanny's  knowledge,  so  when  Fanny  went  to  California  to  visit  her  sister,  her  mother 
also  packed  a  wedding  gown  for  her.    Wnen  the  two  met  it  was  truly  a  great  love  match  and 
they  were  married  shortly  after  her  arrival.    According  to  her  family,  Selig  adored  Farjiy 
and  was  a  loving  husband  until  her  death.    After  her  children  were  grown,  but  before  any  of 
them  were  married,  Fanny  moved  to  San  Francisco  as  Lincoln  was  ff  small  primative  town  at  that 
time  and  she  missed  the  cultural  advantages  of  a  big  city.    Even  after  the  great  San  Fran- 
cisco earthquake,  Fanny  was  happy  to  live  In  San  Francisco  because  of  the  cultural  activi- 
ties there  ae  compared  to  Lincoln.    She  always  referred  to  Llxwoln  as  a  desolate  farm  land. 
Both  Joseph  Dallaan  and  Lfatllda  are  burled  in  the  Hebrew  Conetery  in  Rlehnond,  Virginia. 

Rosalie  and  Lewis'  third  child,  ISAAC  HELD,  was  Deputy  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Rich- 
mond having  earlier  traveled  to  California  to  visit  his  sisters  there,  but  returned  to  Rich- 
mond to  make  it  his  home.    He  served  his  Temple  faithfully  in  many  capacities  and  for  over 

30  years  as  its  Secretary.    He  acted  as  Secretary-Recorder-Treasurer  for  many  fraternal 
organizations  and  was  popular  and  beloved  by  a  cross  section  of  the  entire  City.

After  collepe,  and  a  period  of  illness,  he  took  a  "teir.norary"  position  with  the  Gradu- 
Bve  .-chool  of  Nev.-  York  University  School  of  "edicine  where  he  did  research  on  the  biochemis- 
try o.   several  inborn  diseases  of  netabolisn,  primarily  diseases  of  amino  acid  metabolism. 
About  40  publications  resulted  over  a  period  of  27  years.    Most  of  these  were  published  in 
cors^unction  \7ith  Dr.  Joseph  Dancis,  his  boss,  who  remains  at  KYU,  as  Chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pediatrics.

^.  Hutzler  family  of  Rlchnond,  VA.    At  Charles's  request,  Joel  collected  penealoRlcal  date 
fron  the  descendants  of  the  Baltimore  .Moses  Kutzier  family;  about  350  persons  plus  their 
spouses .

Born  November  1,  1936,  in  Baltimore,         David  was  not  only  the  youngest  of  Joel  Hutz- 
ler's  four  children  but  also  the  younpest  child  of  the  younprest  child  of  three  reneratlons. 
He  is  39  years  younger  than  the  oldest  of  his  first  cousins  and  65  years  younper  than  the 
oldest  second  cousin  for  whom  we  have  a  birth  record  on  the  Hutzler  side  of  the  family. 

Always  a  gadgeteer,  David  enjoyed  working  with  his  hands  more  than  he  en.1oyed  doing 
academic  work.    A  report  card  from  The  Park  School  survives  today  saying,  "  -  -  David  has 
wasted  the  whole  tern  working  in  the  (school  woodworking)  shop  (instead  of  doing  his  aca- 
demic studies)."    A  similar  report  was  issued  to  Thomas  Edison's  parents  by  a  different 
school.    David  eventually  graduated  from  Avon  Ole  Farms  (high  school). 

As  were  several  of  us,  David  was  an  heir  apparent  to  the  ?iutzler  department  store 
dynasty.    After  completing  all  his  electronice  engineering  requirements  at  Virginia  Poly- 
technic (he  never  completed  an  English  requirement  and  consequently  never  graduated),  he 
was  invited  to  Join  the  Hutzler  store  by  his  father.    At  22,  it  was  the  first  time  a  store 
career  had  been  suggested  to  him.    Kow  it  was  too  late,

A  Job  at  Bendix  desipning  micro^-ave  circuits  ended  less  than  a  year  after  he  Joined 
the  firm,  due  to  massive  layoffs,  and  David  found  himself  not  only  uneoployed,  but  comT^etlng 
in  a  Job  market  with  hundreds  of  newly  dlonlssed  exylneers.    Flndli^  a  "sales  engineer"  Job 
(i.e.  selling  graphic  recorders)  for  the  Interim  period  till  a  career-type  Job  eane  along, 
he  ma  almost  desperate  enough  to  take  the  ffutsler'a  Executive  Trainiiyr  Course,  when  one  day 
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the  phone  ranfr  and  a  total  stranper  offered  hia  a  job  "tranalatorislnf?  LORAN"«  This  waiB  the 
end  of  the  vacuura  tub^  era. 

David  understood  that  LCRAJJ  iR-ns  an  electronic  navigation  instrAinent  used  primarily  by 
off. shore  ships.    He  Jcnew  little  more  about  it,  but  was  anxious  to  learn*    The  offer  irns  fror 
E!IAC  (later  ENAC-Trlton),  headed  by  one  of  the  most  creative  enptlneers  in  the  buslr^ss. 

Ultlimtely,  David's  boss  died  when  he  flew  his  private  plane  into  a  mountainside ,  and 
the  business  fell  into  less  friendly  hands.    David  left  the  firm  and  desipned  his  own  IGRAil 
irith  the  intention  of  developinp  a  clearly  superior  instrument.    He  succeeded! 

Durlnp  the  next  20  years  the  marine  LOPAU  industry  grew  explosively  and  David  prosper- 
ed.   In  1986,  the  last  LORAN  was  manufactured  by  NELCO.    Many /most  LARAJIs  are  now  manufac- 
tured in  Japan  and  other  parts  of  the  Orient.    David  then  devoted  his  time  to  his  investment? 
his  35  feet  sloop  and  his  airplane.    In  198£  he  succeeded  in  selllnp  the  estate  his  parents 
had  moved  into  in  1933,  and  was  still  occupied  by  his  mother,  who  loves  the  place  dearly. 

David  served  as  a  director  of  the  Hutzler  store  from  ??ay  1974,  the  ttoe  his  father 
resigned,  until  1986,  shortly  after  Jerome  Schottenstein  purchased  controllinr  interest  in 
the  store.

Alvin  Bryant  Kutzler  was  born  December  19,  1987,    He  Yms  the  fifth  of  six  children 
born  to  Charles  and  Jeanette  Millhiser  Ilutsler  and  their  only  child  to  reach  maturity. 
Their  first  child,  Joseph,  lived  less  than  seven  months.    Abraham,  the  second  child,  lived 
almost  eicht  years  end  died  of  a  ruptured  appendix  in  Octob^  1887.    Louise  was  the  next 
child  and  lived  only  a  little  over  nine  months  •    The  next  child  died  in  infancy  and  was  neve: 
raced  as  was  the  sixth  child.    Alvin  was  born  less  than  three  months  after  the  death  of 
Abraham. 

As  I  understand  it,  Alvin  was  a  sickly  child  and  his  mother  rarely  permitted  him  the 
freedom  which  other  children  had.    After  havinp  lost  her  other  five  children,  this  is  easy 
to  understand  and  the  fact  that  he  was  pampered  and  spoiled  by  both  his  parents  seems  nat- 
ural to  us.    Although  he  v:as  not  an  only  child,  he  was  certainly  treated  as  such,  and  in 
fact  he  was  an  only  child  while  nrowinp  up.    It  appears  that  he  was  not  only  spoiled  by  his 
parents,  but  he  was  also  spoiled  by  his  many  uncles,  aunts  and  cousin.    He  had  an  unmarried 
aunt,  two  umarried  uncles  as  well  as  an  uimarried  cousin  who  helped  in  this. 

Although  he  was  spoiled  by  all  the  adults  around  him,  he  certainly  was  not  a  baclivard 
child.    I  have  a  letter  which  he  wrote  his  Aunt  Robie  and  Cousin  Sally*  in  Aupust  1691,  when 
he  was  less  than  four  years  old,    Ke  was  spendinp  the  summer  with  his  mother  at  Sweet  Chaly- 
beate Springs  in  the  mountains  of  Vlrpinia.    The  letter  wa»  written  cursive  and  not  printed 
and  it  was  a  quite  intelligent  letter.   !.{any  people  who  have  seen  the  letter  doubt  that  he 
wrote  it,  but  comparison  with  his  handwritine  of  other  letters  he  wrote  mai^  years  later 
leaves  no  doubt  as  to  the  authenticity  <rf  this  letter.    Alvin  was  devoted  to  both  his  parent 
as  well  as  to  all  his  uncles,  aunts  and  cousins  as  divulged  by  the  many  letters  he  wrote 
while  at  college,  on  vacations  and  on  trips.    His  education  included  a  college  degree  and 
a  law  degree  which  he  received  at  the  University  of  Virginia  in  1908  t  1909. 

Or  February  21,  1910  he  married  Constance  A.  ?^ayer  of  Philadelphia.  They  had  three 
children;  Louise,' born  February  2,  1911,  Cherles,  born  July  U,  1912  and  Constance  (Burj\y), 
born  August  1,  1918.    Alvin's  mother  was  unable  to  attend  his  wedding  because  her  health 
would  not  permit  her  to  travel.    She  died  in  October  1910.    Alvin's  father,  Charles  did  at- 
tend the  wedding  and  his  letters  to  his  wife  telling  her  of  all  the  parties  and  prenuptial 
events  as  well  as  the  wedding  itself  permitted  her  to  enjoy  the  event  as  if  she  had  been 
present.    After  his  hcm^fmoon,  he  returned  to  RichmozKl  and  began  his  practice  of  law  with 
Harold  filocmberg«   They  remianed  partners  until  ahout  191o  when  he  went  into  the  practice 
of  law  as  a  sole  praetiotloner.   He  had  no  other  partners  but  when  his  con  Charles  gradu- 
ated from  the  University  of  Virginia  in  1938  he  Joined  Ms  father  as  an  tssoeiate. 

Alvin  was  very  active  in  many  phases  of  oivie  and  oosnunity  life.   He  and  his  wife 
participated  in  the  Little  Theatre  Learue  in  F4olaoiid.   H•^w■•  an  «etlve  llasoni  nasttr  of 
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his  Lodpe  and  was  a  33rd  defree  I'ABon  before  he  was  35.    He  ims  a  charter  nenber  of  the 

Richmond  Rotary  Club,  a  board  member  of  the  Jefferson  Club,  the  Central  national  Bank, 

Temple  Beth  Ahabah  and  helped  to  found  the  Citizen's  Service  Exchange  during  the  depression, 
v.'hich  later  became  Ric^nond  Goodv/ill  Industries.    He  considered  as  one  of  his  most  important 
contributions  to  his  lepal  profession  that  of  beinp  a  founding  member  of  the  group  of  Icwyers 
who  orpanized  the  Lawyers  Title  Insurance  Corporation,  one  of  the  first,  if  not  the  first 
title  companies  which  guaranteed  the  title  of  a  piece  of  property  and  not  the  property  itself. 
He  died  on  October  6,  1941,  after  a  six  month  illness. 

Alvln  was  a  collector.    Ke  collected  postage  stamps  as  a  child  and  he  continued  this 
hobby  through  his  adult  life.    He  also  collected  books,  mostly  on  Virginiana,  but  he  also 
collected  first  editions  of  Tenr^son  and  Dickens  as  well  as  other  first  editions.    In  1930, 
while  inKtaine,  he  acconpenied  his  wife  on  "antiqueing  expoditlons" .    On  one  of  these  trips, 
he  acquired  a  small  blown  bottle  which  he  liked.    On  returning  to  his  summer  home,  he  studied 
this  type  of  bottle  and  soon  became  an  amateur  expert  on  American  blown  glass,  which  he  con- 
tinued to  collect  until  his  death.

We  do  not  know 
hov;  she  cer.e  to  the  United  Stated,  but  we  do  know  that  she  lived  with  Abraham  and  Yetta  Hutz- 
ler and  was  considered  as  one  of  their  family.    She  was  two  years  older  that  their  eldest 
child,  Rosena.

I  was  born  July  U,  1912  in  Hrarlco  County,  now  Richmond,  VA.    I  was  the  second  of 
three  children  born  to  Alvln  B.  &  Conatance  Ii«  Hutzler.    I  attended  the  Rlchnond  public 
schools  az»l  three  years  at  a  preparatory  school  in  Maryland.    In  the  fall  of  1932  I  en* 
teree  the  University  of  Virginia.   1^  father,  who  had  attended  The  University  In  the  1909 
ear  told  me  that  I  should  "have  some  fun  lAille  In  college"  and  I  took  hin  at  his  word  and 
did  Just  that.    Then  I  finished  college  it  was  In  the  midst  of  the  depression  -  no  Jobs  - 
no  future,  so  I  applied  to  Law  School  and  was  accepted,  not  because  of  my  good  grades, 
but  because  Law  School  did  not  have  sufficient  applications  to  fill  the  classes.    It  was 
when  I  entered  Virginia  Law  School  that  I  realized  that  "all  play  and  no  work"  did  not 
help  to  make  me  a  success,  so  1  applied  myself  to  my  books  and  graduated  with  my  class  in 
June  1938, 

During  my  seven  years  at  Virginia,  I  had  roaned  with  Edirard  Hirschler  of  Norfolk,  VA, 
and  upon  graduation  we  both  Joined  my  father  in  his  law  practice  In  Richmond,    Upon  leaving 
law  school,  both  £d  and  I  realised  that  we  would  soon  be  at  war,  so  we  signed  up  to  take  by 
mall  a  course  In  the  Amy  Reserves  and  received  our  coonlsslons  as  2nd  Lieutenants.

My  ooBBentfl  nisi  b«  confined  to  personal  aeaoriee  and  feelli^aj  I  oan't  add  to 
the  aeholarly  genealogical  work  that  taaa  been  don..

My  parents  vere  Justin  and  Rose  (Rosl)  Hanau  (geb.  Rutsler).   My  father  vas  a  branch 


nanager  at  a  aajor  bank  -  later ,  after  1933^  wrklng  in  a  low-profile  inaide  fuiustlon. 
Our  existence y  like  that  of  noat  Nürnberg  Jeva»  «a«  cootfortable;  but  fortunately,  ae 
It  turned  out,  my  father  tended  to  be  a  pessimist,  bending  every  effort  from  about  1935 
to  effect  our  einlpratlon.    We  (my  parents  and  I,  an  only  child)  succeeded  in  emigrating? 
to  New  York  in  1937,  when  I  was  14i .    }ty  father  became  an  insurance  broker,  working  in 
this  line  until  1969;  he  died  in  1970  at  age  81,  ray  mother  in  1977,  also  aged  81  years. 

A  f^eneration  further  back:    My  grandfather  Max  Hutzler,  so  far  as  I  know  was  bom 
in  the  "Family  Cradle",  Hagenbach;  but  his  part  of  the  family  must  have  moved  to  Nürnberg 
some  time  before  the  1895  visit  of  Moses  Hutzler  of  the  Richmond  family.    Max  and  his 
brothers  were  apparently  in  business  together.    Judging  by  the  house  which  my  grandmother 
owned  until  Nazi  expropriation,  and  the  apartment-house-full  of  Hutzlers  ( Pezoldstrasse) 
they  must  have  done  well;  but  I  have  a  vague  recollection  that  the  business  suffered 
badly  during  the  post-war  Inflation  cliinaxing  in  1923  ( hearsay ^  as  I  was  only  born  in 
1922).    My  grandfather  Max  died  in  1926  at  age  70;  my  vague  (I  was  H)  recollection  is 
of  a  Jolly,  kind  gentleman.    His  widow  and  my  isotherms  only  brother  naxmged  to  emigrate 
via  England  to  the  U.S.  and  lived  out  their  lives  here,  my  grandmother  until  1949,  my 
uncle,  David  Hutzler  (he  never  married)  until  1961. 

Much  of  this  is  information  contained  in  the  genealogical  tables;  but  I  was  struck 
by  the  fact  that  tragedy  is  sometimes  hidden  in  the  facts  of  these  tables.    In  particu- 
lar, this  was  broxight  home  to  me  by  the  notation:  "Lina  Hutzler  .,..ffi.  Joseph  Kohn, 
/185A  to  1891/  4  children  I  remember  "Tante  Lina"  well  from  my  childhood  visits  to 

the  Pezoldstrasse  house,  as  well  as  her  brother  Ludwig,  who  remained  a  lifelong  bachelor 
in  order  (at  least  so  I  was  told)  to  help  her  in  bringing  up  those  4  orphaned  children. 
One  of  these,  Justin  Kohn,  told  us  reminiscensces  of  his  childhood ; "Uncle  Justin"  spoke 
of  a  time  when  Jewish  and  non-Jewish  Nürnberg  children  formed  close  friendships  (in  the 
era  of  Good  Feeling  of  the  late  19th  Century,  the  time  <^  the  newly  formed  German  Empire); 
another  indication  of  a  good  life  style  at  that  time* 

This  brings  me  to  my  deepest  personal  reaction  concerning  the  genealogy  data  -  some- 
thing  akin  to  finding  myself  in  a  time  travel  story.    Long  ago  I  came  across  Moses 
Hutzler  »s  travel  letters  of  1985,  typewriter-transcribed  in  the  1957  Edition  of  the 
Hutzler  genealogy.    It  affected  me  deeply,  because  of  the  references  to  my  grandfather 
Max,  including  descriptions  of  my  grandparents'  betrothal  and  then  their  wedding  -  again 
a  sense  of  an  extended  family  in  comfortable  circumstances,  but  people  who  managed  to 
preserve  a  family  orientation  in  their  celebrations  -  something  which  is  too  often  lost 
in  the  Catered  Affairs  of  our  own  time.    Copies  of  the  transcribed  letters,  and  in  par- 
ticular a  copy  of  the  handwritten  letter  describing  the  wedding,  are  among  the  treasured 
mementos  of  our  own  genealogical  collection.    "Uncle  Moe"  (I  feel  I  may  call  him  that, 
having  visited  his  grave  in  Richmond  after  the  1984  Hutzler  exhibit  at  Richmond's  Tenple 
Beth  Ahabah  Museum)  had  a  way  of  bringing  the  subjects  of  his  letters  to  life  J 

As  a  child  1  had  never  seen  Hagenbach;  but  I  heard  it  mentioned  occasionally,  and 
our  curiosity  was  aroused  by  learning  of  the  role  of  *'The  Hegenbachers"  in  Rietanondi  so 
during  a  1986  visit  we  set  out  to  see  Grandfather's  birthplace.    We  had  almost  expected 
to  share  the  experience  of  a  Hutzler  Cousin  by  marriage,  the  late  Martin  Gold;  he  told 
of  Adelsdorf,  which  all  his  family's  accounts  described  ae  a  **Kaff"  (extremely  small  ocm- 
munity),  but  on  his  visit,  he  found  it  had  grown  to  a  large  modern  town  with  high-rise 
buildings.    Not  so  with  Hagenbach,  which  had  remained  very  small;  in  nearby  Nürnberg,  no 
one  knew  of  it  and  we  could  not  find  it  as  a  telephone  exchange.    The  search  of  our 
friend  living  in  Nürnberg  had  finally  placed  it  for  us  enar  the  moderate-sized  town  of 
Forchheim,  in  a  pretty,  hilly  region.    Unfortunately,  our  schedule  required  delivering 
our  newly-bought  car  the  next  day  for  shipment,  which  left  only  Pfingst -Montag  )the  50th 
day  after  Easter,  celebrated  there  as  both  a  religious  and  official  holiday)  for  Odv 
visit.    Leaving  the  northbound  autobahn,  we  encountered  unexpectly  heave  Forchelm  traf- 
fic, then  quiet  country  roads  Into  the  hill  country.    We  had  lunch  in  the  inn  of  a  pic- 
turesque old  village  about  $  miles  from  our  goal;  even  this  close,  we  found  only  one 
person  who  could  give  directions.    Only  1  Kilometer  before  Hagenbach,  we  found  the  first 
and  only  road  sign  to  it,  at  Pretafeld  (intereetlng  nanei  in  view  of  the  intimate  aa- 
soeiation  between  the  Hutzler  and  Pretzf elder  familiea  in  paat  generations).    We  croaaed 
a  bridge  over  a  anall  river  into  Hagenbach;  a  aleepy  level  road  forking  into  roads  af- 
fording oecaaional  glljq>tea  of  the  pretty  hllla  known  preaumptioualy  as  part  of  *Tran- 


eonlan  Svitserland" ;  nett  buildings,  noetly  on«.family  houses,  all  quiet  for  the  holiday. 
The  only  business  house  we  found  vas  a  carpeting  sales  outlet.    Only  the  local  inn  was 
open.    After  a,  thoughtful  walk  through  the  vllliage,  we  were  on  our  way  north  to  Frank- 
furt. 

Regretfully,  we  only  read  later  of  the  presence  of  a  Jewish  cemetery  in  Hagenbach; 
maybe  there  will  be  a  future  visit  in  which  to  find  Hutzler  graves  there. 

There  is  one  more  personal  reaction  to  report,  and  it  is  a  very  painful  one.  Last 
Sunmer,  a  "Golden  Reunion"  of  Jewish  survivors  from  Nürnberg  and  Furth  (so  designated 
because  for  most  of  us  It  has  been  about  50  years  since  we  escaped  Nazism)  took  place  in 
the  Catskills  of  Upstate  New  York.    During  the  quiet  wind-down  days  after  the  main  pro- 
gram a  conference  roco  remained  open,  which  had  been  organized  as  a  display  of  many 
documents  regarding  the  life  of  the  area's  Jews  before  Hitler,  durii«  the  persecutions 
and  emigration,  our  life  here  In  the  U.S.A.,  and  of  course  the  Holocaust.    In  the  quiet 
of  these  wind-down  days,  we  came  across  the  following  record  -  And  while  the  horrible 
•tatistice  of  millions  of  Holocaust  vlctima  are  all  too  familiar,  there  is  scraething 
even  more  terrible  in  these  personal  data,  about  people  including  those  from  our  fami- 
lies; some  that  I  remember  from  my  childhood.    Here  are  excerpts,  translated  where 
necessary: 

Index  of  Jews  deported  from  Nürnberg.    The  persons  marked  with  x  were  saved.    (Use  of 
the  word  "saved"  Indicates  to  me  that  this  is  a  record  of  relief  organizations  or  a 
post-war  government,  not  of  the  Nazis). 

A.  Transport  of  29. Nov. 1941  to  Jungfernhof  near  Riga.    (3rd  page)  No's  176-182  Hutzler: 
Bamaj  Fritz  Fredy;  Ignatz«;  Klothilde;  Sara;  Theodor;  Therese*.    (6th  page)  No's 
368-374  Reis:  Erna*;  Hedwig;  Jenny;  Ludwig*;  Margot»;  Nelly*;  Rosa.  (Note  Ludwig  and 
Nelly,  and  daughters  Erna  and  Margot,  were  Hutzler  eouslne  living  in  the  Pretzoldstrasse 
house; ) 

Transport  of  25 .Mar.  1942  to  Izblea,  District  Lublin.    (3rd  page)  No's  154-155  Hutzler 
Mali;  Sigmund  (»falntly).    Notation  "none  saved"  following  this  list. 

D.  Transport  of  10. Sep. 1942  to  Theresienstadt.    (5th  page)  No.  188  Ida  Hutzler. 
No's  353-354  Pretzf elder:  Gustav;  Hannohen  (note;  I  didn't  know  these  two,  but  the 
Pretzfelder  family  of  Furth  was  intimately  connected  to  Hutzlers  by  numerous  marriages.) 

There  were  pitifully  few  of  those  x's  (for  "saved")  in  any  of  the  lists,  and  none  along- 
side the  family- sounding  names  I  have  reported  above. 

•denotes  those  whom  I  remember  from  my  childhood.    I  have  dim  but  nonetheless  loving 
memories  from  early  childhood. 

This  Is  a  sad  note  on  which  to  end  a  family  reminiscence;  it  is  only  mitigated 
by  the  reflection  that  the  Hutzler  Family  Tree  shows  us  the  names  of  the  youngest 
generation,  continuing  our  families. 


The  letters  on  the  next  3  pages  show  the  transition  of  ownership  of  the  HUTZI£R  STORE 
In  Baltimore  in  the  first  decade  of  the  20th  Centruy  and  were  furnished  by  William 
Miller,  whose  family  appears  on  Page  21. 
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1907-19X0,  a  transition  period  for  Hutzler  Bros.  Co. 

Surviving  letters  between  David  Hutiler  and  his  son-in-law,  Henry  Oppenhei»er  fron  the  1906-07 
period  provide  insights  into  the  relationships  between  David,  his  brothers  Charles  and  Abraa  and  B.O.  and 
the  effects  of  these  relati<»is  on  Butzler  Br<».  Co.  B.C.  bad  retired  froi  bis  own  business^  a  clothing 
lanufactory,  to  live  in  Gemany.  David  wrote  that  B.C.  would  be  needed  in  the  business.  His  offer  of  $4000 
per  annul  plus  a  b\  interest  in  the  business  is  reproduced  below.  Brother  Charles  was  dying  of  tuber- 
oilosis.  In  fact  be  was  to  die  less  than  a  MBtb  (on  J^il  17)  after  David  lade  bis  offer. 

Hie  offer  was  accepted  in  1907  and  by  the  agreeient  of  Sept.  15,  1910  (also  reproduced  below) 
between  David,  Abrat  and  B.C.,  Abran  was  forced  to  sell  101  of  the  capital  stock  to  both  Albert  D.  and  to 
H.O.  to  bring  tbei  equal  to  Brother  Charles's  sons  E.B.  and  L.S.  Tbese  four  controlled  401  of  the  capital 
stock  at  that  tiie.  B.C.  served  as  President  and  General  Manager  of  the  coiipany  froi  1915-19.  Be  was  a 
founder  of  the  Retail  Merchants  Association  in  1917,  which  is  connenorated  by  a  bronze  plaque  in  possession 
of  the  Maryland  Bistorical  Society. 

The  Butzler  enterprises  produced  little  of  lore  than  local  or  temporary  significance  in  spite  of 
undeniable  comercial  success.  Sone  surviving  architectural  geis  aay  prove  to  be  the  exceptions.  Far-flunq 
■eibers  of  the  Butslers'  faiilies  wbo  visit  Baltiiore  light  be  interested  in  soie  of  the  surviving  artifacts 
of  that  earlier  era.  The  Palace  building  on  Boward  Street  is  well  known.  David  Buttler's  bouse  at  1801 
Eutaw  place  was  one  of  the  finest  town  houses  in  Baltinore.  Each  rooii  was  paneled  with  a  different  wood.  I 
believe  the  library  was  cherry.  Tbe  shell  of  the  building  survives  today  and  is  north  seeing.  B.O.'s  Uncle 
Ike  Strouse  (ne  Strauss)  wbo  founded  a  clothing  Manufacturing  business  in  1867,  Strouse  (  bothers,  erected 
one  of  the  finest  buildings  of  its  type  still  standing,  an  exaaple  of  Sichardsonian  architecture  with  high 
arcbes  and  fine  detailed  omaiental  brickwork.  It  is  well  preserved  today  at  the  saie  location  at  Paca  and 
Loibard  Streets.  I  recooend  a  tour  of  the  area  including  the  the  Old  Somieborn  Bldg.  that  housed  L.  Greif 
in  tbe  sane  block  as  the  Strouse  Bldg.  The  letterheads  of  Strouse  (  Bros,  (depicting  the  building)  and  an 
early  one  of  Butzler  Bros,  are  reproduced  below  as  interesting  in  Uieir  own  right.

LEOPQIJ)  LEVY     Page  8     By  Aldine  Rosradorf  WMt 

Born  in  Bavmria  on  Ifey  6,  1628,  Leopold  Levy  enlgrated  to  the  United  States  in 
1848,  settling  in  inelia  County,  Virginia.   Details  of  his  life  prior  to  the  Civil  Hmr 
are  sketchy  though  it  is  Icnown  that  he  operated  a  store  in  Amelia  Court  House.  He 
Berried  Rosens  Hutsler  in  1899.    He  vas  a  member  of  the  Amelia  County  Troop,  a  cavalry 
company,  which  had  been  organized  In  1816.    In  1899  the  troop  offered  its  services  to 
Virginia's  governor  at  the  time  of  John  Brown 'a  raid  on  Harper's  Ferry.    The  governor, 
however,  did  not  call  up  the  company  which  was  fortuxate  for  Levy,  who  could  not  have 
accompanied  it  being  111  with  typhoid  fever. 

With  the  coming  of  the  war,  Virginia  mobilized  her  men.    Captain  Samuel  S.  Weis- 
Iger  called  the  Amelia  Dragoons  into  camp  at  Amelia  Court  House.    The  camp  was  located 
about  three  hiindred  years  from  Levy's  home,  but  he  was  kept  in  camp  like  everyone  else 
even  though  his  only  eon,  Joseph,  was  quite  ill  and  his  wife  fearful  that  the  baby 
might  die.    The  men  spent  their  time  drilling  and  sharpening  their  swords.    On  may  9, 
the  company  was  enlisted  at  the  Court  House  before  starting  for  Richmond,    The  Dragoons 
passed  through  the  Confederate  capital  and  memped  at  Ashland,  whmre  they  resiained  for 
about  six  weeks. 

Levy  and  the  rest  of  the  Amelia  Troop  had  their  first  eatperienee  at  was  near 
Berryville,  Virginia.   Several  of  the  men  came  close  to  being  captxired  but  managed  to 
escape.    A  few  days  later,  on  July  10,  1961,  the  troop  became  Company  **Q**  of  the  1st 
Virginia  Cavalry.    Almost  immediately,  Stuart,  now  their  colonel  commanding,  had  them 
out  screening  the  movement  of  Joe  Johnston's  army.    The  Ist  Battle  of  Manassas  followed. 
Levy  sez*ved  as  a  special  coxirier  for  St\iart  during  the  engagement.    After  the  battle 
came  months  of  picket  duty.    Levy  wrote  letters  home  from  Falls  Church,  Munson's  Hill, 
and  Centervllle,  but  never  received  a  furlough  to  go  home  himself  until  March  1862, 
The  furloxigh  was  in  actuality  a  business  trip.    Levy,  with  the  rank  of  acting  sergeant, 
and  Lieutenant  William  Wilson  Journeyed  to  Amelia  County  on  recruiting  duty.    The  leave 
proved  of  short  duration,  and  soon  he  was  back  with  his  regiment.    Levy's  wife  visited 
her  husband  sometime  in  April.   During  her  visit  she  met  Captain  L.  T.  Brian,  soon  to 
becone  the  1st  Virginia's  lieutenant  colonel. 

Bgr  this  time  Levy  had  actually  become  a  mmSbw  of  the  cavalry's  Ccsnissary  De- 
partment.   On  February  1,  he  had  been  assigned  to  Major  Dabney  Ball.    His  work  for  the 
major  did  not  relieve  him  of  other  duties.   At  the  Battle  of  Williamsburg  on  May  4-9 
he  again  carried  messages  for  Stuart.    Over  the  next  few  weeks,  the  Confederate  Army 
under  Johnston  was  forced  back  to  the  outskirts  of  Rlclsnond.    In  June,  Stuart  made  his 
fomous  circuit  of  McClellan's  army,  but  Levy  had  to  be  left  behind  due  to  his  having 
contracted  bllous  fever. 

Passing  through  the  2nd  Manassas,  Sharpsburg,  and  Fredericksburg  Campaigns,  Levy 
continued  his  work  in  the  Commisary  Department.    Major  Ball  had  resigned,  and  Levy  was 
now  serving  xinder  Major  William  J.  Johnson.    In  the  third  week  of  April,  1863,  Levy  re- 
ceived a  pass  which  allowed  him  to  return  heme  and  collect  supplies  for  the  use  of  the 
cavalry.    He  was  enjoying  his  leave  when  on  May  1  he  received  orders  to  report  back  to 
headquarters  as  the  enemy  had  taken  the  offensive.    He  set  out  to  rejoin  the  cavalry. 
Crossing  the  James  River  somewhere  between  Columbia  to  the  west  and  Goochland  to  the 
east,  he  arrived  in  the  vicinity  of  Tano^ille  on  liiy  3.   Here  his  luck  ran  out. 

A  Union  cavalry  raid  under  the  direction  of  Major  General  George  Stoncman  had 
slipped  around  the  Ccmfederate  Azmy's  left  flaxüc  and  headed  south*   The  raiders  had 
swept  through  Louisa  Court  House  and  pushed  on  toward  Yanceyvllle.    Levy,  headix« 
north,  ran  into  them.    He,  along  with  his  traveling  companion,  John  T.  Southall  of 
Company  "G" ,  1st  Virginia,  were  captured.    Also  made  a  prisoner  in  the  same  area  was 
Major  Johnson.    Levy  was  now  to  enter  upon  hl^  greatest  trial  of  the  war. 

Not  wanting  to  carry  all  the  prisoners  with  them,  the  Federals  paroled  some. 
Levy  was  among  this  number.    Unfortunately,  before  he  was  able  to  leave  for  home  to 
await  exchange,  the  Yanks  changed  their  mind  and  decided  to  take  all  the  prisoners 
Along  for  a  ride*   Plaoiag  Levy  en  a  horse  without  a  saddle  or  bridXe»  he  was  kept  on 
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th«  Barch  for  four  days  until  he  fainted  from  the  fatigue  and  physical  strain.  H«

with  stirrups,  Levy  cound  not  support  hlnsslf .    What  resulted  was  ths  dsstructloirof 
the  valves  in  the  veins  of  his  legs.

After  many  years  of  struggling  to  get  visas  to  escape  Nazi  Germany,  my  mother  -  then 
Lily  Mann,  had  to  leave  Germany  without  her  parents  -  Paula  and  Jacob  Mann.    She  was  able 
to  leave  through  the  auspices  of  a  "Household  Help"  program,  in  which  English  families 
provided  room,  board  and  a  safe  haven  to  German  Jewlah  teenagers  in  exchange  for  housework. 
They  were  alloired  to  earn  no  money.    She  left  Germany  on  June  12,  1939  for  Hatfield,  Eng- 
laxKl.   Her  cousin,  Trude  New,  had  left  on  a  similar  Journey  to  Belfast,  Ireland  sereral 
months  hefrare. 

While  in  Et«land,  she  and  others  were  trying  ftverishly  to  «nable  the  rest  of  her 
family  to  escape.    Finally,  distant  relatives  of  her  father  -  the  Itanelebsums  of  Des  Moines, 
loea,  were  discovered,  and  they  depoelted  money  in  the  Bank  of  England  for  my  grandparents 
to  live  on.    They  also  were  not  allowed  to  earn  money  while  in  England.   My  grandparents 
finally  got  their  exit  visas,  but  waited  with  my  great-grandmonther  -  Lina  Xotan  -  for  her 
visa  to  arrive.    This  was  not  to  be.    On  August  27,  1939,  my  mother's  employer,  who  was  an 
editor  of  the  London  Times,  heard  rumors  that  England  would  soon  declare  war  on  Germany. 
He  counseled  my  mother  to  call  her  parents  and  tell  them  to  get  out  of  Germany  fast.  They 
and  my  mother's  aunt,  Rosa  Neu,  were  on  the  last  boat  that  left  Germany  for  England  before 
war  was  declared.    They  arrived  in  London  with  one  anall  suitcase  apiece.    Rosa  went  to 
Join  Trude  in  Ireland.    Unfortunately,  Lina  Kahn  had  to  be  left  behind  -  a  fact  which  hurt 
ly  mother,  grandmother,  and  the  rest  of  the  family  deeply,  as  they  all  loved  her  very  much. 
She  died  a  natural  death  in  1941,  but  never  saw  her  children  and  grandchildren  again. 

My  mother  was  able  to  emigrate  to  the  United  States  some  time  later.    She  left  Eng- 
land on  March  19,  1940,  arriving  in  New  York,  and  first  seeing  the  Statue  of  Liberty  on 
liurch  25,  1940  after  a  stormy  voyage  through  mined  waters.   Her  first  Job  was  as  a  seam- 
stress dressmaker  for  which  ahe  was  paid  $9  for  a  six  day  week.    By  the  tine  her  parents 
arrived  in  August  of  1940,  she  had  worked  her  way  up  to  $18  a  week,  and  later  to  $22.  My 
grandfather,  who  had  sold  textiles  in  Germany,  began  again  by  selling  nurses  uniforms  In 
doctor's  offices,  and  anything  else  he  could  get  a  Job  selling.    He  ended  up  as  a  partner 
in  his  own  business  with  an  old  acquaintance  who  had  been  a  printer.    They  sold  office 
and  jjersonal  stationery,  announcements,  invitations,  and  the  like.    My  mother  married  In 
July  of  1943  and  we  all  moved  to  Forest  Hills,  New  York,  where  my  mother  still  lives. 
She  re-married  in  June  1957.    My  brother.  Jack,  was  bom  on  their  first  anniversary, 
which  was  also  my  grandmother,  Paula  Mann's  birthday.    My  grandmother  lived  with  us 
until  her  death  in  1963.    She  was  an  enormous  and  wonderful  part  of  my  life. 

I  am  now  married  and  have  two  children  of  ny  oun,  Peter  and  Meredith.  They 
delight  in  hearix«  the  'old  stories'  of  tAieh  I  em  very  glad.    I  am  a  physician's 
assistant,  working  part-time  with  my  husband       is  a  family  Practitioner.   We  live  in 
a  fairly  rural  area. 

I  am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  pass  on  some  of  our  history  for  our  relatives  and

Professional  women  tend  to  retain  their  maiden  names.  This  practice  complicates  our  work.  The  same 
can  bt  said  for  hyphenation  of  the  two  surnames.

If  thtrt  is  a  child, 
we  assume  the  parents  art  marritd. 

Not  all  the  persons  in  the  index  were  in  tht  book  whtn  it  was  publishtd  in  July  1989,  Charlts  has 
continuously  updated  this  genealology.  The  charts  listed  under  my  initials  in  the  index  have  not  bttn 
distributtd.  There  are  about  2900  names  in  the  index,  representing  perhaps  2000«  persons.
